WHEAT BREEDING—WHAT IT MEANS.—I. 


teenth of last year the writer considered somewhat at 

length the breeding of wheat, reciting something of 

that which has been accomplished in this direction at 

the State Experiment Station of the Minnesota Agri- 
cultural College, and describing the methods employed in 
this institution in the breeding of better types of wheat. 
The article dealt largely with what might be called the theo- 
ry of wheat breeding, but called attention to the tremen- 
dous possibilities of the promised increase in the produc- 
tiveness of wheat as a result of these investigations and ex- 
periments. It was stated that the increase in some cases 
in the various experiments carried on at the station prom- 
ised an advance in yield of from ten to fifteen bushels 
an acre, though this was deemed an all-too-liberal in- 
crease to be maintained—even a half-bushel increase in 
the wheat crop of the world would be of immense sig- 
nificance. It was shown, for instance, that if only half 
a bushel increase an acre in the crop of Minnesota and 
the two Dakotas was assured, it would mean an addition 
of five million bushels of wheat a year to the average 
yield of these three states. It was also indicated that

the probabilities were the increase would amount to con- 
siderably more than half a bushel an acre. 

Today the prophecies made seem well orf the way to 
fulfillment. The work in the season of 1897-8 at the 
station has done much to lift the breeding and the field 
selection of wheat out of the condition of theory. The 
theory was well fortified in preliminary facts, but it 
reeded wider tests than had been attempted in order to 
arrive at larger definite facts. It is not a matter of one 
season or two seasons, but rather of ten or a dozen be- 
fore the practical results of such experimentation are 
large enough to be taken into account from the commer- 
cial or economic point of view. These practical results 
are now well in hand. They are quite sufficient to send 
a man off into the realm of superlatives. But keeping 
to the bare facts will suffice, perhaps, to best indicate 
what is promised for the wheat of the world as a result 
of these experiments. 

Briefly recounting the work of the station in this line, 
it may be said that it consists in so b ing wheats and 
80 pe field selections of plants that stronger stock 
may result, in order that the yield of wheat may be in- 


creased, while, at the same time, the standard of quality 
of flour shall, if possible, be raised—certainly not to 
any extent lowered. A number of years ago two hundred 
samples of wheat from all over the world were collected 
at the station, and from these the very best samples adapt- 
ed to the latitude of the Northwestern wheat regions— 
eight varieties—were, after due tests, selected for experi- 
mentation. Steadily, year by year, these best samples 
have been dealt with, the choicest plants and the choicest 
ey of these plants being reserved at all times for the 
work. 

The results of each year’s work are carefully recorded 
and every effort at every stage of the work is made, that 
exact facts may be reached. This experiment station, 
like the others of the various states of the country, is 
supported at public expense, and the results of the work 
done, whether good or ill, belong to the public. At the 
Minnesota station the work has been carried on jointly 
by Professor Hayes and Mr. Andrew Boss, his assistant. 
one attending to the breeding and the other to the field 
tests. .

Milwaukee—All the mills ground steadily 
through the week, with slightly improved trade 
conditions. 

_ Head of the Lakes—It was a very fair grind- 
ing week, 62,000 bbls of flour having been made. 

Michigan—Millers report fair business, but 
complain that farmers are holding their wheat. 

New York City—Flour prices sagged some- 
what, and the business done was in small lots. 

Baltimore—All grades of flour are a little 
lower for the week, though with limited buying. 

Valley of the Ohio—Although mills were gen- 
erally running, the situation remains quiet. 

Buffalo—The mills did not run full capacity, 
for buyers are still looking for lower prices. 

_ Boston—Buyers are still supplying only press- 
ing wants for flour, and this at low prices.

‘*We have had the ‘Hero of Manilla’ and 
the ‘Hero of San Juan’ and the ‘Hero of 
Santiago’ and the ‘Hero of Matanzas’ and 
the ‘Hero of the Gloucester’ and the ‘Hero 
of the Texas’ and the ‘Hero of Havana’ and 
the ‘Hero of the Merrimac’ who seems to 
have returned te his chortling country de- 
termined to kiss every woman between Du- 
luth and San Augustine, and so on down the 
sickening list until we have grown tired of 
it. These men have been taken by the gov- 
ernment, fed by the government, clothed 
by the government, educated by the gov- 
ernment, paid by the government for 
being educated, given life-long jobs by 
the government, and have been loafing 
along and drawing pay for twenty-five 
years waiting for a chance to do the work 
which they had been hired to do. They 
have done it, with every circumstance of su- 
perior ships and more of them, superior 
guns and more of them, superior sailors and 
more of them in their favor, and they are 
beslobbered ‘hercves,’ stared at and cheered 
by. the men and behugged and bekissed and 
bemussed by the women. Rats!’’ 

The foregoing is from the columns of a 
journal published in America, not, however, 
an American journal by any means. We 
hesitate to reprint it for very shame that 
honest type and good black ink and fair 
paper should be used in bearing such base 
sentiments to the public. We overcome our 
hesitation and shame and reprint it, in or- 
der to show the depths to which newspaper 
baseness and cowardice can descend in this 
country, without let or hindrance. Any 
whelp capable of writing or even dictating 
a sentence, can give publicity to his wanton, 
unprincipled and indecent fancies, and 
there is no one to say him nay. It is mere- 
ly a question of means, and the means re- 


quired are but. small, for, wabeoplls the 
raw materials: necessary to = a lica- 
tion on the market are very cheap—ink, pa- 
per and type are not expensive. Any crank 
with a bee in his bonnet, any visionary the- 
orist, any vile-talking and low-thinking 
scoundrel who desires can easily achieve 
publicity in America. The way is made 
plain and easy for him and there are those, 
unfortunately, who will applaud and follow 
and who will buy his vile or crazy sheet, if 
he but express himself in strong enough 
langaage ‘or their coarse and ribald taste. 
Hence it is that we find men who should be 
in insane asylums and worse, men who 
should be in jail, editing and publishing 
things which pass for journals and posing 
before the public as journalists. This is one 
of the beauties of a free country; one of 
the resultant charms of a wide-spread abili- 
ty to read coupled with an equally wide- 
spread inability to think straight or to dis- 
criminate between the rabid howlings of a 
vile distempered and abnormal mind and 
the vigorous writing of an honest, clean- 
thinking man. 


THE paragraph with which we began this is 
from a miserable weekly publication printed 
in Texas and called the Iconoclast—Brann’s 
Iconoclast. The quoted paragraph is hardly 
a fair sample of the quality of the whole; 
the greater part of it is even of a more 
diseased and shameful character. It has 
been published for several years, and it is 
claimed that at one time its circulation was 
enormous, although it was sold almost en- 
tirely on the trains and news-stands. This 
was during the life of its founder, Brann. 
It is hard to speak ill of the dead, but to 
say that Brann, judged by what he wrote, 
was a blackguard, gifted with a rare ability 
to write rugged and abusive English, is to 
speak well within the truth. His language 
was brutal, vicious, biting, abusive, and he 
had an unlimited amount of it to let loose. 
His friends claim that he was inspired by 
high motives in his attacks, but inasmuch 
as he spared nothing in his vicious ravings, 
and poured forth abuse not only upon the 
just but upon the unjust, upon __insti- 
tutions of which he had no knowledge, as 
well as upon those of which he knew some- 
thing, bis motives, if he had any beyond 
the mere desire to achieve notoriety and 
consequent sules for his paper. were very 
obscure. Finally the founder of the Icono- 
clast met his fate, merited or not let others 
judge, by a bullet in his back, and his 
vituperations ceased forever, in this 
world, at least. Texas is not a very safe 
state to be too free-spoken in unless one 
confines his remarks to general subjects, 
such as the United States. its government 
and its little standing army, how returning 
from a hard campaign in Cuba. Before he 
died, Brann planted and watered the seed of 
his noxious plant, and his successors en- 
deavor to use his blood for further fertiliz- 
ing. When Brann was alive, the Iconoclast 
had the merit at least of being unique and 
original in its billingsgate, but since his 
death it has come under the contro] of assu- 
ciated blackguards, who lack its founder's 
originality and can only feebly imitate his 
style. For the most part it consists of a 
mass of vindictive and venomous editorial 
contributed by various weak-minded and 
viciously-inclined writers, the whole making 
up a feeble abomination which strikes the 
key-note of the lowest and most debased 
sentiment in the newspaper world. Even 
this class, low, vile and depraved as it is, 
would hesitate, one would think, to give 
utterance to such sentiments as those we 
quote regarding our brave soldiers. Our 
gallant men are returning home, many of 
them wounded, and nearly all of them suf- 
fering from fevers and illness contracted 
in a tropical country during a campaign 
undertaken in midsummer. They did not 
cause the war and are not responsible for it. 
They simply went to the front, regulars and 
volunteers, to defend the flag under which 
the Texas blackguard now pens his filthy 
billingsgate in safety and peace. They have 
done their duty, while the writer of the 
Iconoclast staid ‘at home and waged his 
petty and unworthy warfare with his inde- 
cent pen. Shame cannot strike the man 
who wantonly abuses them, because he is 
shameless, but, although he:may not die a 
coward’s death with ashot in his back, 
there is yet a possibility that even the read- 
ers of the Iconoclast may revolt and re- 
coil from such words in disgust and that 
they may punish him best and in the way 
he would most feel punishment—through 
his pocket book—the only channel through 
which such journals as the Iconoclast can 
be reached. 


Our London representative, Mr. Kings- 
land Smith, has something to say to Ameri- 
can millers which we deem to be of great 
importance. In order, therefore, to give 
his message additional emphasis we take it 
from the usual place in his regular corre- 
spondence and publish it here. ‘‘How can 
the sale of American flour in Great Britian 
be increased?’’ This question, says Mr. 
Kingsland Smith, is one that is to some ex 
tent ever before him, and can, he thinks, 
be answered in part at least, by saying: 
‘*Acquaint the British bakers more thor- 
oaghly with American flour, and with what 
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it willdo.’’ ‘‘From my observations’’ be 
continues, ‘‘at the conference of the British 
bakers, at Exeter, last June, I am con- 
vinced that a great deal still remains to be 
done to educate the average baker as to the 
merits of American flour. This applies 
more to the bakers of the small and medium 
class than to the very large ones, though I 
believe that even among the larger bakers 
there is a good deal of ignorance and preju- 
dice still to be overcome. In London there 
is at least one taker who absolutely declines 
to bake a sack of American flour; and an- 
other Jarge baker advertises that at least 40 
per cent of his flour is made from English 
wheat. I stated in my report of the confer- 
ence that some of the smaller bakers say 
that American flour is never offered in their 
district, while many others are rather afraid 
of it, and, in Mr. Stormont’s article about 
bread-making, read before the conference, 
the writer recommends a mixture of eighty 
pounds of spring American top grade and 
190 lbs home millers’ patent. e then goes 
on to speak of the different ingredients of 
the sponge, and this is what he says about 
flour: ‘In this respect, other things being 
equal, this process is_ favorable to the home 
miller. Personally. I would prefer to use 
all home flour, and have in my mind sever- 
al brands, but the price is a ruling factor 
in such matters. My only objection to the 
home miller is that he allows the flour to 
leave his mill too soon. I suppose he is very 
inuch-in the same position as many bakers, 
with limited storage. My plan is, with fresh 
flour of that kind, to use at first one-third 
American spring patent, and, as it gets 
older, reduce to one-fifth. My chief reason 
for recommending home flour is that in 
using strong flour the bread is inclined to 
harshness and is tough in eating.’ 


‘‘HereE is a inan who speaks as one in 
authority, and yet the inference from what 
he writes is that all American flour is 
strong flour, and would, therefore, produce 
bread that is inclined to harshness and to 
be tough in eating, which objections are ob- 
viated by using English millers’ flour. 
Even in London I have spoken with small 
bakers who do not know that there is Amer- 
ican winter wheat flour which has, practi- 
cally, all the qualities of the English-milled 
flour, with the advantage of having age be- 
fore it reaches the baker. Now, they are 
very much addicted, over here, to exhibi- 
tions and prize competitions, where bread 
is sent in to be cumpared with other bread, 
and to compete for a prize. In this and 
other ways a good deal has been done to ed- 
ucate the British bakers and to improve 
their methods and to raise the standard of 
their bread, which shows that they are re- 
ceptive, to some extent, of new ideas. In 
view of this, I think that very much good 
can be done by giving the bakers a practical 
test of what results can be obtained by mak- 
ing bread fromm American flour exclusively. 
Next year the annual conference of the bak- 
ers’ association will be held in Liverpool. 
This city is very centrally situated, and it 
will, no doubt, have many visitors from Ire- 
land, as wellas from England and Wales. 
It is estimated that the attendance at the 
Liverpool conference will not fall short of 
1,000. Therefore an unequaled opportuni- 
ty of reaching a large number of bakers 
seems to be offered by giving an exhibition 
of bread-making from American flour in 
Liverpool during the conference week, in 
June 1899. Invitations could be sent to the 
master bakers throughout the country, and, 
probably, many would be attracted in this 
way who would not otherwise come to the 
conference, and many, perhaps, would come 
who do not even belong to the association. 
The plan would be to devote different days 
to producing different kinds of bread, such 
as is common in the different parts of the 
country. To endeavor to get the bakers or 
their customers to make a radical change 
in the kind of bread they use, would, doubt- 
less, be a fruitless task; but to show the 
bakers how to produce superior results in the 
very class of bread that they are making, 
by the use of American flour alone, is quite 
another matter. and one that seems entirely 
feasible. In most cases, no doubt, much 
will be.accomplished if the bakers can only 
be forced to realize that as good results can 
be produced from the use of American flour 
as from the use of English-milled flour. 


‘*So much has been said about the su- 
xerior bloom and flavor of bread made froin 

nglish flour that I should like to see this 
matter put to the test and practically 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
trade at large. No great difficulties seem 
to present themselves in the way of 
holding such an exhibition and getting it 
up in good style, if the idea is taken up by 
the millers, and the necessary funds sub- 
seribed. It is a little early to state what the 
cost of such an exhibition would be; proba- 
bly $2,500 would be ample to give it in good 
shape. With a number of mills subscribing, 
the expense to each individual would not be 
very great; and, as all exporting mills 
would share to some extent in the benefits 
of such an exhibition, all should share in 
the expense, aud arrangeme.ts could be 
made by which all would be represented. It 
would be well if as many millers as possible 
would arrange to be in Liverpool at the time ; 
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aod representatives of the millers should be 
at bend to give explanations to the crowd. 
The flour used in baking would be composed 
of a blend of the flour of the different mills 
contributing, and probably much of the 
bread made would have to be made ofa 
mixture of spring and winter wheat. A 
suitable bakery can be secured where the 
actual baking can be carried on, and ar- 
rangements made for visitors to the confer- 
ence to see the actual operations of Leann 
at the bakery, as well as to see the finish 
products, for which purpose a convenient 
exhibition room could be secured. In this 
connection I think it would be well to have 
an exhibition of the various forms of bread 
common in America, including tea biscuits, 
Johnny cake, and other American special- 
ties that are unknown here. If anything is 
to be done about this, the matter should be 
taken in hand at once, as it is not likely 
that such a good opportunity will be offered 
again for some time. This year the confer- 
ence was at Exeter, a comparatively small 
and out-of-the-way place, and the year be- 
fore it was at Birmingham. From the in 
terest that is taken in exhibitions here, I 
feel confident that, if properly worked up, an 
exhibition of this kind would be a great 
factor in the development of the American 
flour trade in Great Britain.”’ 


We submit Mr. Kingsland Smith's ideas 
on this important subject to the careful con- 
sideration of those American millers who 
are not content to have their British trade 
left to be the mere sport of circumstance, 
but are willing to make some effort to have 
it more firmly planted. There is very great 
need for more work on the part of Ameri- 
can willers in the direction of enlightening 
British bakers as to the merits of our flour, 
both as to quality and economy. Our cor- 
respondent points out one way in which 
this can be done at a comparatively small 
expense. It will require some codéperation 
on the part of the millers. but if they will 
do their share, the Northwestern Miller will 
do the rest. Mr. Kingsland Smith is willing 
to undertake the management and direction 
of the suggested exhibit, and we are sure 
that he is competent to do the work thor- 
oughly and with the best satisfaction to the 
trade. So far as his expenses are concerned. 
the millers will be under no charge for 
them, asthe Northwestern Miller will gladly 
pay them itself. If, therefore, those of our 
readers who are interested in the export 
trade care enough for the future of this 
branch of their business to undertake an ex- 
hibition of the kind suggested and will 
take hold of it in earnest, the Northwestern 
Miller, through its foreign representative, 
will see that the necessary work is well and 
thoroughly done. The result will bean in- 
creased demand for American flour from 
the British baker, who needs only to be 
shown the merits of our flour in order to 
buy it in far larger quantities than hereto- 
fore. 


Mvucu criticism has been made of several 
of the appointments to inspectorships under 
the pure flour law. The Pennsylvania mill- 
ers protested against the inspector appoint- 
ed from their state because he was unknown 
as a miller and because they preferred some 
one else. It is said that the appointee 
from Cleveland, Ohio, was a gentleman 
formerly in the retail hay business and ab- 
solutely ignorant of the processes used in 
making flour. Again, some criticism is ex- 
pressed of the manner in which deputies 
have been assigned to districts from which 
they were appointed, thus leaving them ex- 
posed to local influences, presumably strong 
and possibly the same as those which helped 
secure their appointment to office. Deputy 
inspectors should certainly have some 
knowledge of the milling business in order 
to be able to detect adulteration where it is 
being done. It isa bad plan to have them 
act in the district in which they have 
lived, and it is much better to send thein 
into new territory, where they are 
unknown, so that they can act without 
fear or favor. If the law is to be effective, 
it must be earnestly administered under the 
charge of men who are determined that no 
evasions shall escape punishment. We do 
noi. believe, however, that any serious in- 
fractions of the law have occurred as yet; 
millers generally are perfectly willing to 
take out licenses and act in accordance with 
the law. if they are making mixed flour. 
The mere passage of the bill was sufficient 
to end adulteration. All] that is now neces 
sary is to see that the law is lived up to and 
that neither intentionally nor through ignor 
ance, mixed flour comes upon the market 
improperly mnarked. We are convinced that 
there will be no attempt to evade the law on 
the part of those millers who, before its 
passage, employed questionable methods of 
coinpeting. They have either abandoned 
the adulterating business or have taken out 
licenses. The character of the inspectors, 
so far as their knowledge of milling is con- 
cerned, is not so very important, although 
it would be better that they should know 
something about flour-inaking. The chief 
point is that they should be honest ; and both 
as to this and their efficiency, we have con- 
tidence in the ability of the treasury depart 
ment to fully protect itself against either 
fraud or negligence. 
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There was an increase 
of 25,000 bbls in the flour

= as two more mills are 
going; it should reach 
300,000 bbls, if not exceed that figure. The 
flour market continues to be quite disap- 
pointing to most millers. The sales of Min- 
1 eapolis mills proper last week approximated 
275.000 bbls, against 300,000 the week be- 
fore. The export trade with many millers 
appeared to be larger in volume, there being 
those who made 50 per cent of their sales 
abroad. In fact, the claim was often made 
that fully as good prices, if not a trifle bet- 
ter, could be obtained from foreigners, as 
at home. Patent was chiefly wanted, clears 
still being not very salable. The domestic 
trade took flour in an indifferent way. Prices 
were badly mixed, hardly any two mills 
quoting the same, and this was confusing 
to the trade. Ojd-wheat flour now figures 
only to a nominal extent, and where prices 
are made on it, they are held thirty to forty 
cents above new wheat.

Southern Minnesota mills find western 
trade to be improving, though the change 
is not very marked. 

A South Dakota mill would like to secure 
a traveling salesman for Iowa, Illinois and 
southern Wisconsin trade. 

Alex Syme, in the seventies a leading 
miller of Wisconsin, died in Lundon Sept. 
1, where he had gone for his health. 

Alfred Pillsbury’s yacht ‘‘Hazard’’ has 
won in five races of the Lake Minnetonka 
Yacht Club, and takes the cup in the one- 
rater class. 

The water power is showing some effects 
of the steady pull made on it by the mills, 
and the east half of the Washburn A is being 
driven by steam. 

Rates on domestic flour to the Atlantic 
seaboard appear to be well maintained, 
though on export it is thought that some 
concession is being made in rates. 

Cc. S. McMaster, the Pittsburg flour 
man, was in Minneapolis part of last week, 
as the guest of the Pillsbury company whom 
he represents in the vity of smoke. 

Jobn S. Lord and George Johnson, of the 
defunct Lord Milling Co., Elysian, Minn., 
are under arrest, charged with embezzling 
in connection with the failure of the above 
company. 

Louis H. Hyde of Joliet, Ill., has leased 
the mill at Lake Benton, Minn., operated 
by the late D. Greene, and after making 
improvements, will operate it full capacity, 
or 150 bbls. 

The Great Western road has withdrawn 
its tariff, making a local rate of 10c on flour, 
Minneapolis to Chicago, and of 8c as the 
proportion to Chicago on business destined 
east of the Indiana-Illinois state line 

The inspection of wheat received at Min- 
neapolis for the week ended with Saturday 
was as follows: No. 1 hard, 1 car; No. 1 
northern, 696; No. 2, 1,016; No. 3, - re- 
jected, 203; no grade, 321; winter, 139. "To- 
tal, 2.451 cars. 

Jacob Stucky, operating the mill at Little 
Falls, Wis., was a visitor in the city last 
week. He recently made a trip through the 
Pacific coast territory, and bought an 
orchard in Idaho, hoping to settle in that 
state in the near future. 

Northwestern mills were today (Tuesday) 
holding patents at $3.95@4 per bbl, in sacks, 
30-day draft, for delivery in Iowa, Illinois 
and Wisconsin points outside of Chicago 
and Milwaukee; bulk shorts at $10 per ton, 
and bran at $9.50 in mixed cars, 30-day 
draft. 

At current prices of wheat, farmers at 
points paying a freight of 16c to Minneapo- 
lis get only about 46¢ a bu for No. 1 north- 
ern wheat; 42c for No. 2 northern, and 3&8 
for rejected. These low prices will in- 
duce farmers to hold their wheat where 
it is possible, and grain men think that

The directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce have ordered an assessment of $10 on 
members, and there is a good deal of objec- 
tion to the action on the part of many of 
those affected. The arguinent is made that 
since the organization is out of debt and 
has $20,000 at interest, the assessment was 
unnecessary and should not have been made. 


A. W. Schmidt, of Devil’s Lake, N. D., 
was in the city last week attending the state 
fair and other attractions. In early days, 
Mr. Schmidt was an operative miller on the 
falls, but in recent years has been a success- 
ful business man and miller of North Da- 
kota. He was interested in the first Devil’s 
Lake mill when it burned. At present he is 
looking for an opportunity to take an inter- 
est in a mill at some quel point. 

H. C. Rau, vice president of the Amer- 
ican Appraisal Co., Milwaukee, was in Min- 
neapolis Thursday and Friday. He reports 
his company to be meeting with liberal suc- 
cess. Millers are gradually coming to a 
realization of the need of having complete 
plans and inventories of their property, for 
not only are such data valuable in securing 
their rights in case of fire. but they place 
the miller in a position to avoid overinsur- 
ing. In a great many instances. millers 
carry and pay for more insurance than the 
could collect were their mills burned, an 
Mr. Rau’s company furnishes information 
that will fortify the insured against such a 
costly error. 

The retail price of flour in Minneapolis 
was yesterday reduced 80c per bbl, patent 
now being sold to retailers by Minneapolis 
wills at $3.90 per bbl in sacks, and straight 
at $3.60. This radical drop was largely 
to the position taken by the Phoenix Mill 
Co. in insisting upon local prices being 
nade to accord more closely with changes 
in the value of wheat. The Phoenix com- 
pany sells more flour locally in comparison 
with its capacity than any other mill, and 
has lately found that with the prices main- 
tained by the city mills, outside flour was 
steadily increasing in consumption here and 
affecting the trade of the Phoenix flour. 
Prices will now be made so closely with 
wheat that the incentive heretofore offered 
outside mills to ship flour into Minneapolis 
for local trade will be largely taken away. 
Where - grocers have heretofore received 
a margin of 50c per bbl for selling city 
flour, they will hereafter get only 30c, the 
consumer getting the benefit of the 20c re- 
duction. The retail price to consumers is 
now $4.20 per bbl, and of straight, $3.90. 
Where spot cash is paid, 8c per bb! is taken 
off above prices. 

Last week the foreign freight market was 
a very active one. It is estimated that fully 
i,000 cars were booked at Minneapolis, one- 
half of which was for the continent, Hol- 
land ports taking the bulk of it. This did 
uot represent all new business by any means, 
us a good deal of the room was for flour 
previously sold. With oceun rates daily ad- 
vancing, shippers deemed it best to secure 
the necessary room before rates were out of 
sight. The great strength shown has occa- 
sioned much surprise, as judging by the or- 
dinary course of rates, the advance in inland 
rates of ten cents a barrel should have 
weakened ocean; but the reverse took place. 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam rates have been 
particularly strong, with Baltic a good sec- 
ond, while London and other United King- 
dom ports have also shared to a considera- 
ble extent in the upward movement. For 
October shipment, the steamship lines are 
reported to have all their room engaged, 
and to be partly booked for shipment from 
the west in October. Transportation men 
hardly understand this exceptional strength, 
und can only attribute it to a heavy move- 
ment of traffic from the southwest.

Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





Cash wheat advanced two cents a bushel 
during the week. September advanced 
fully as inuch, but the latter futures were 
not so strong, December advancing 1c and 
May ore cent. The receipts were larger 
thana year ago, 1,688,430 bus being re- 
ceived at Minneapolis, against 1,141,680 a 
year ago. Duluth received 2,601,951 bus, 
against 1,461,441 last year. So far on the 
crop, the spring wheat movement amounts 
to 5,735,289 bus, against 4,241,000 last year. 
The winter wheat movement continues 
smaller than it was a year ago. So far it is 
2,136,000 bus, against 3,512,000 last year. 
The milling demand is reported active all 
over the country. Local mills bought free- 
ly of wheat during the week and considera- 
ble was taken by outside mills. The mar- 
ket opened weak today (Monday) and had 
every appearance of selling off, but turned 
strong on a decrease in the European visi- 
ble supply of about 5,000,000 bus. So large 
a decrease was entirely ‘unlooked for, and 
when it was learned that foreigners were 
buying in New York on a larger scale than 
usual, traders became more active on the 
buying side. There was also more inclina- 
tion to buy use of the government re- 
port being out of the way. The report at 
this time of the year is likely to be bearish. 
For September it was quite the contrary. It 
rated wheat at 86.7 in agen which was 
figured out to mean a_ probable ee os of 
only 620,000,000 bus, while 700,000,000 
generally been looked for. ecnee 
continues quiet, aud decidedly unfavorable 
news is necessary to get the market up ma- 
terially from around the low point at which 
it has been for some time. 

A special feature of the situation in the 
northwest is the continuance of the premi- 
um paid for cash wheat above wheat for 
future delivery, = selling on the market 
today at 61%c, ich is more than one cent 
higher than the price of May, something 
very unusual at this season of the year, es- 
pecially when there are large receipts. The 
reason for it is that there was no wheat left 
over from the old crop, and millers began 
grinding on the new as early as the grain 
could be had, with the result that it has all 
been picked up on arrival, for consumption. 

The northwestern wheat movement for the 
week was above 4,200,000 bus, and yet the 
consumptive demand for it by local mills 
and for shipment to mills using northwest- 
ern spring wheat, was so great as to create 
an excessive premium for the arrivals as 
fast as they came in. It has been claimed 
all the way through to the present time that 
as soon as a fair movement developed the 
premium for cash wheat above futures would 
be removed. On the strength of that claim, 
millers were enabled to reduce the premi- 
uin that was hard for thein as manufactur- 
ers; but the demand for the grain was so 
great and the competition so active that the 
premium soon recurred. It appears that 
similar conditions exist in some parts of 
Europe, and in spite of full export ship- 
ments there was a decrease in the European 
visible for the past week. 

It has been believed, since the middle of 
the summer, that a large crop would be har- 
vested on both European and American 
tields. In view of the low prices following 
the large production in some late years, the 
trade felt that with large productions this 
year the world’s os would necessarily be 
low. With that theory in mind, speculators 
on the buying side have kept out of the 
market to see the bottom of it, with the re- 
sult that prices have evidently gone lower 
than they should naturally go under existing 
conditions. The tendency of prices since 
the end of the big deal that forced up values 
beyond a natural basis, there has m an 
almost steady decline until the market 
reached the low plane occupied by it a few 
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days ago, below which there seems little 
be poms of yy 2 5 conte a 

appears the general impression 
saa that Russian exports will not come 
so strongly into competition with American 
as people had been generally led to sup- 
pose. It is evident that the yield there has 
not been so large as most dealers were led 
to expect. Confirming this, is the smaller 
shipments from Russia as compared with a 
year ago. The government report also was 
a cause of indifferent speculation, especially 
buying. Now that the report has been re- 
ceived and no further fears or doubts may 
be entertained with ard to it, there will 
naturally be larger tra ing, and larger trad- 
ing — makes advancing markets. It is 
reported that Russian forward sellers are al- 
ready in the English markets making efforts 
to cancel old contracts, a strong indication 
that the Russian crop is less bountiful than 
had been earlier believed. There is almost 
a total lack of reserves at all points and in 
all countries, a situation likely to have im- 
portant influence on price conditions in a 
future not far away.

The following were average conditions, on 
Sept. 1: Corn, 84.i; wheat, 86.7; oats, 79;

potatoes The decline in the average 
pone -~ nal ry corn during August was 2.9 
points, and the condition on Sept. 1 was 4.8 
points higher than on Sept. 1, 1897; 6.9 
points lower than 1896, eight- tenths of one 
ys higher than the mean of the Septem- 

r averages of the last ten years. 

There was a marked decline during August 
in several of the principal corn-producing 
states, the decline amounting to 10 points 
in Kansas and 23 points in Nebraska. On 
the other hand, twenty-one states, with an 
average annual production of nearly 1,000, - 
000,000 bus, show a more or less improved 
condition as compared with Aug. 1. There 
was an improvement of 3 points in Ohio, 9 
in Indiana, § in Illinois and 3 in Missouri. 

The condition of wheat 86.7 is one point 
higher than on Sept. 1, 1897, 12.1 points 
higher than on Sept. 1, 1896, and 5.1 points 
above the mean of the September average of 
the last ten years. In accordance with its 
practice the department has not yet made 
any quantitative estimate of the wheat crop. 
and will not do so until it completes its re- 
vision of the wheat acreage which will run 
over the preliminary figures. 

The average condition of oats was 79.0, 
against 84.6 on Sept. 1, 1897, 74.0 on Sept. 
1, 1896, and a September average of the last 
ten years of 80.8. The average condition 
of barley was 79.2 as compared with 86.4 on 
Sept. 1, 1897, 83.1 on Sept. 1, 1896, and a 
September average of the last ten years of 
84.8. The average condition of rye was 89.4, 
against 90.1 on Sept. 1, 1897. 82.0 on Sept.

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The trade cupid in- 
dicates that the mills 
here are, with few ex- 
contions, operating 
full time and turning 
out the maximum of 
St. Louis capacity. It 
does not necessarily 
follow that the buying 
trade is taking hold in 
such a manner as to 
give them choice of mauy profitable orders, 
and some may be selling, even as they claim, 
without profit. Still, it is a cheerful trade 
aspect when the wheels are humming. There 
has been a noticeably less complaint from 
the millers, but still some dissatisfaction 
because wheat is not what it should be in 
quality or supply, and orders do not bring 
profit because of competition with more 
favored districts. However, the mills in 
this territory at present have no reason to 
complain. They are selling their output, 
and probably make some profit. During 
the week only the Saxony mill in St. Louis 
was down, and most of the others ran full 
time or nearly so, with wheat grinding 
much better since the cold snap, increasing 
the output about 150 bbls for each 1,000 bbls 
capacity daily. 

* 


Domestic buying was claimed to be small- 
er this week than last, but the larger mills 
are operating steadily on export. Millfeed 
is low, and general conditions do not hold 
out much for future business. There was 
some flour sold to Cuba, some to Baltic 
points, but mainly in export way to Eng- 
lish and Irish points. During the week pat- 
ent sold here as low as $3.30 in wood, and 
straight at $8, with extra fancy at $2.90. 
These prices were nut acceptable for quan- 
tity, and at the figures the mills could have 
done a big business. Domestic trade to the 
southeast is picking up a little. I hear of 
some mills making good sales.’ The output 
of the St. Louis and East St. Louis mills 
for the week was 36,100 bbls, the largest for 
a long time. The output of the mills whose 
product is sold from St. Louis was given at 
81,200 bbls, against 80,000 last week. The 
disposition of this much flour is evidence of 
a notable picking up in the trade.

WHEAT. 

Receipts in St. Louis for the week amount- 
ed to 484.405 bus, against 529,941 last week, 
511,150 in 1897, and 360,087 bus in 1896, 
The increase in receipts this year is due to 
the elevators having little or no stock, while 
in previous years these stocks were large 
and drawn upon for milling purposes. The 
falling off this week was due to shippers 
finding the sample market pretty well filled 
up. his may, too, have something to do 
with more prosperity in a milling way. 
The red wheat samples do not show a ma- 
terial betterment. Receipts, running as 
they have been for several weeks past, are 
largely in excess of milling requirements, 
and there seems no inclination to load ele- 
vators, and not enough to tempt anything 
in this direction. The quality of the grain 
is shown by the inspection of receipts. Out 
of a total of 484 carsand 13,882 sacks, 6 
cars and 1,155 sacks were No. 2 red; 65 cars 
and 4,965 sacks No. 3 red; 81 cars and 3,662 
sacks No. 4; 25 cars and 2,080 sacks reject- 
ed; 134 cars and 1,265 sacks no. grade; 37 
cars No. 2 hard; 34 cars No. 3 hard; 36 cars 
No. 2 spring; 43 cars No. 3 spring. Spring 
wheat and No. 4 were best in evidence.

He is much im- 
proved in health. 

Meyer & Bulte are operating their White 
Swan mills at Clinton, Mo., full time. H. 
J. Meyers of this firm was among the visit- 
ors in St. Louis last week. 

The R. T. Davis Mill & Mfg. Co. of St. 
Joseph, Mo., is actively engaged in build- 
ing up an export trade and has sent a rep- 
resentative abroad to look after its busi- 
ness. 

The Salem Roller Mills Oo. of Salem 
Mo., has been incorporated with a capital 
stock of $7,500. The incorporators are E. 
B. Smith, M. L. Clark, W. F. Smith, and 
others. 

The Illinois Central grain elevator, Tolono, 
Ill., was struck by lightning, Sept. 4, and 
burned to the grea. The elevator con- 
tained 35,000 bus corn and wheat, all of 
which wus lost. Tota! loss, $30,000. 

More attention has been paid to St. Louis 
loca] trade by the mills here than was ever 
known before. Nearly all the mills are ca- 
tering to it and some good-sized outside 


mills are disposing of the bulk of their out- 
put to the city trade. 

The Essmueller-Heyde Millfurnishing Co. 
is engaged in a the spring wheat 
section of the Eggers mill in this city. This 
company also has the contract for making 
extensive changes and repairs in the system 
of milling at the Engelke-Feiner corn mill 
He aa city, known as the Southern Roller 


J. T. Poe, general ae agent of the 
Mobile & Ohio railroad, says that the 
steamer ‘‘Utstein’’ will sail from Mo- 
bile for Havana Sept. 16, and that regular 
sailings will follow in the future. It is ex- 
pected that this line will be a popular flour 
carrier to Havana and Cuban points and 
will develop to meet all requirements of 
such trade. 

The Mobile Chamber of Commerce bas 
issued a trade pamphlet on Cuba and Porto 
Rico showing the values of the different 
breadstuffs ha a there in the several years 
prior to the high tariffs. All of the south- 
ern cities, railroads and steamship lines are 
taking an active interest in the develop- 
ment of the Cuban trade that wil] quicken 
the growth of all branches of industry. 

The destruction of the Eagle mill at 
Memphis, Tenn., on Thursday, by fire, was 
the cause of particular surprise here. Some 
time ago St. Louis men were figuring to 
purchase this plant, but the deal did not go 
through. It is estimated now that loss on 
the mill, which had a capacity of 450 bbls 
of flour and 800 bbls of cornmeal, together 
with the elevator, will amount to $200,000. 
This but partially covered by insurance. 

Jacob Koenigsmark of the Koenigsmark 
Mills, Waterloo, Ill., was in St. Louis Satur- 
day. He reports having done some trading 
in Central America recently, but believes that 
Cuban trade will, in all likelihood, be over- 
done when the many mills attempt to estab- 
lish their brands. e will keep out for the 
present. Other export business is very quiet, 
but wheat receipts are fair and the mill con- 
tinues active. 

The Emporium Milling Co., St. Louis, 
bas filed articles of incorporation for $35,000. 
The list of incorporators has not been pub- 
lished and mill-builders here do not know 
anything that will throw light on the inten- 
tions ot the corporation. It has been ru- 
‘mored for some time that a new plant for 
the manufacture of mixed flours would be 
equipped in South St. Louis. It is possible 
that such a concern will be put in operation 
under the style of firm above given 

Sensational tragedies among millers are 
most exceptional, and the trade is perhaps 
as free from them as any industry in which 
such a large number of people are employed 
and interested. This week W. H. Hartman, 
senior wember of the firm of Hartman & 
Markward at Warrensburg, Mo., was shot 
and instantly killed by A. Lubrick, a 
wronged husband. Hartman was proprietor 
of the Magnolia mill, a man past middle 
age, who had always been respected and was 
interested in the town bank and other in- 
dustries. 

H. C. Higgins, the Havana merchant, 
who was in St. Louis last week, will place 
the active control of his business on the is- 
land in the hands of junior associates, and 
will take up his residence in Scotland, near 
his old home, Glasgow. In Glasgow, Mr. 
Higgins will handle Kehlor Bros.’ flour, hav- 
ing represented this firm in Havana for 
many years. His experience on this conti- 
nent is romantic. He was sent to Havana 
quite young, by a benefactor, and placed in 
charge of a commercial business, which was 
not successful. The business was abandoned 
and Mr. Higgins branched out for himself 
with better success. As a merchant he soon 
built up a thriving business on the island 
was married in Havana and became the head 
of one of the leading houses. He is now 
residing on the estate of his former bene- 
factor in Scotland.

The pure 
Turkey hard as well as the other fine mill- 
ing species of wheat are not coming in very 
abundantly. Of some other grades the sup- 
ply is more liberal. Regarding the soft 
wheat receipts of the better grades, they are 
usually light, and inferior in character, 
which confirms beyond a doubt the disap- 

intment in this crop throughout the state. 

Nebraska wheat is very attractive, and supe- 
rior to last year. lt is to be ho that the 
movement from this state will continue 
large, and that the quality will invite buy- 
ers. The corn crop is in a measure secured, 
and though not an excessively large yield is 
expected, a fair average crop is looked for. 
The cutting of corn is being entered into, 
which leads to the hope of an early move- 
ment. ’* 

ARKANSAS. 


The Russellville mill is doing an excellent 
business, taking all the wheat from several 
counties. 
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Fancy cereals are beginning to move well ; 
rolled oats in the lead; corn and meal are 
quiet; Oats are dull; bran and chopped feed 
in fair request, and hay in brisk demand. 

Soop ectaeets continue excellent, recent 
rains helping peas and like products, while 
pleasant weather enables the farmers to pay 
their whole attention to picking cotton, 
which is now opening rapdily. 

Jobbers in-flour report a better business 
the past week than for some time. Retail 
trade is also somewhat improved. The 
price of flour is downward, some dealers 
predicting, in the near future, the lowest 
prices in twenty years. Country merchants 
continue to buy close, not venturing beyond 
a reasonable computation of probable needs. 
They are financially in good condition, on- 
ly few extension being asked. 


MONTREAL. 


[Special Correspondence. ]} 


In Manitoba flour, 
considerable business 
was done on local and 
country account, there 
being a decided im- 
provement in the de- 
mand compared with 
last week. The under- 
tone is also somewhat 
firmer, and the opinion 
of willers is that all 
the old-wheat flour will be wanted at home 
at ai) advance in price over fresh ground 
from new wheat, when that commences 
to come on the market. There has been 
an active demand from London and Glas- 
gow buyers, but the volume of busi- 
ness in this direction has been small, for 
millers will not offer at present prices. 
Manitoba spring wheat patents are selling 
at $4.80@4.90, and strong clears at $4.40@ 
4.50. The receipts for the week were: 
Wheat, 128,644 bus; corn, 572,613; peas, 
32,616; oats, 128,750; rye. 108,102; flaxseed, 
47,360; flour, 77,777 bbls. The shipments 
were: Wheat, 179,687 bus; corn, 692,692; 
oats, 202,365; peas, 17,508; rye, 14,076; bar- 
ley, 10,416 and flour, 38,927 bbis. 

WHEAT. 


There was considerable business in all 
kinds of grain during the week, and the 
market has been active, with a steady un- 
dertone. A feature of the week was the de- 
mand for new-crop No. 1 hard Manitoba 
wheat for future delivery; and although the 
weather that has prevailed in the northwest 
for the past few days has been unfavorable 
for threshing, coupled with hard frosts in 
some sections, dealers have shown a disposi- 
tion to contract and take chances on the 
future in spite of the fact that receipts have 
been very light. However, large sales have 
been made, aggregating 100,000 to 150,000 
bus for September and October delivery at 
67@68c per bu afloat, Fort William, for 
September, and at 65c for October. These 
purchases were principally by Montreal and 
western Ontario exporting firms. All ad- 
vices state that the crop of Manitoba wheat 
will be a good one, as far as the yield goes, 
but there are some doubts in regard to the 
quality, and one or two shippers who have 
just returned from a trip through the north- 
west say that there will be at least a dozen 
different grades, and from the present out- 
look the percentage of No. 1 hard will be 
smaller than usual. In Ontario winter wheat, 
business for export account continues quiet, 
owing to deliveries being still light, and 
millers are taking all that is coming for- 
ward at prices jar too high for shippers to 
pay, according to the present state of the 
foreign markets. 

¥* 


Early in the week there was quite a little 
excitement in oats, due to some exporters 
being caught short of supplies to fill freight 
engagements with; in consequence quite an 
active demand sprung up for spot goods. 
The offerings were not large, there being 
only two or three dealers with spot stock on 
hand for sale, consequently buyers had to 
advance their bids, and almost 50,000 bus 
changed hands at 29¢ afloat, which was %{c 
per bu higher than could be realized on 
that day for future delivery. On the whole, 
the feeling throughout the week in oats has 
been firmer and some large transactions 
have taken place at 281<¢c afloat, which is 
a 4c higher than the ruling figure last 
week. 








Peas have been well sought after, and as 
the receipts are still small for the season, a 
stronger feeling has prevailed and prices on 
the week advanced \<c, with sales of round 
lots at 61e afloat. 

Demand for rye has been good, and prices 
are lc higher, at 48c instore. The offerings 
are not large, as farmers generally are hold. 
ing for still higher prices.

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The milling situa- 
tion at Indianapolis is 
practically unchanged. 
While the mills made 
a good run during 
the week and turned 
out 18,794 bbls of flour, 
it has been almost 
wholly on old orders. 
Some of our mills are 
pretty well sold for Oc- 
tober, and all sold for September. The 
farmers continue to hold on to their wheat 
about as closely as possible. It is very dif- 
ficult to foretell when there will bea free 
movement of wheat, if there is one at all on 
this crop. The general opinion is that the 
farmers will hold on pretty well and deliver 
little by little through the entire crop. How- 
ever, if a radical change in the wheat mar- 
ket should take place, it might change this 
feature of the business. On the whole, it is 
a very peculiar situation and has been dur- 
ing the entire year. The price of feed isa 
little stronger with a slightly improved de- 
mand. The wheat in store today at Indian- 
apolis is 457,880 bus, showing an increase of 
5,749 during the week. 

FROM THE TRADE—INDIANAPOLIS. 


Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘We have not 
worked as much new business the past week 
as we ‘wanted to, but managed to book a 
few export and domestic orders, which, 
with orders already on our books, will keep 
us moving for some time. ‘The demand for 
feed is only fair. Offerings of wheat have 
been sufficient to fill our requirements. ’’ 

George T. Evans: ‘‘We have been run- 
ning full time the past week, and have more 
than sold our output, at prices, however, 
that are very close, but still better than 
shutting down. The farmer appears to be 
carrying out his threat to hold his wheat, 
for our wagon receipts have dropped off 
very materially and offerings from the 
country are also small. It will probably 
need an advance and a decline again before 
they will get ready to let loose. We find 
that dealers throughout the country have 
pretty fair stocks, but having held on this 
long. they do not care to let go right now. 
The demand for feed has been fair and 
prices seem to be somewhat on the ad- 
vance. ”’ 

The Warrington Milling Co., Warrington, 
Ind., whose mill was burned some time ago 
has contracted with the Nordyke & Marmon 
Co. to rebuild it.

Bran is selling at $9 and mid- 
dlings at $12. Best patent flour is bringing 


$3.35, straight grade $3.05 in wood, at the 


mill, with freight to New York 40c a bbl. 
This mill sold a little more flour than it 
made, last week.’’ 

McDaniel & Pittman Co., Franklia: ‘‘We 
have had a very quiet week in the milling 
business this week. We have booked no 
new orders to speak of, as there is no wheat 
for sale in this part of ‘the country, and with 
the decline in the price of wheat, it is ex- 
tremely hard to sell flour on a profitable ba- 
sis. We will shut down next week to put up 
a new smokestack, and, as well, to wait for 
a proper adjustment of the market.’’ 

R. P. Moore Milling Co., Princeton: 
‘*This has been a dull week for us, so far as 
new business is concerned. Our mill has 
been running on old orders, which will be 
out by the end of this week. Our prices 
seem to be higher than others, and where 
we find buyers, they are taking flour in 
small lots, believing that they will yet buy 
at lower figures. It looks to us as if they 
were too unanimously of this opinion and 
that they may have to y higher prices. 
be heat receipts keep quell; demand for feed 
air. 

J. L. Knauss, Phoenix Flour Mill, Evans- 
ville: ‘‘The milling business can be summed 
up io a few words, ‘Hand-to-mouth demand 
for flour and very little margin in sales.’ 
Wheat novement from farmers has been 
better the last two weeks, but is still very 
small, so there is no sign of granaries being 
thrown open to the wheat speculators. The 
farmers seem determined to continue in the 
speculation business themselves for a while 
longer, and right it is. They are certainly 
better able to do this than most wheat 
speculators. Millfeed is having full sale 
and at very much lower prices.’’ 

Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: ‘‘The 
situation here this week is worse than for any 
other on the crop. The decline in the flour 
market stopped wheat receipts, but it bas 
not stopped the decline in flour prices. The 
trade still believes that flour is going lower. 
Our mills are running half time this week. 
We do not look for much activity in either 
the wheat or flour trade until the statis- 
ticians get through fighting on the question 
of the size of the crop. We do not look for 
any extensive flour buying until there is a 
rally in the wheat market. This is likely to 
= delayed until the stocks accumulate a lit- 
tle. 

Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: ‘‘ Farmers 
are all ready to sow wheat. In fact, many 
have had the ground prepared for several 
weeks. Not for twenty years has the season 
been so favorable for fall plowing. A few 
farmers have put out a field or two of wheat, 
but the majority will wait until Sept. 20. 
We find business fairly good and are sold 
ahead as far as we care to be. Our mill is 
going full time and will be for the rest of 
the month at least. Bran is rather slow 
sale, but the grass will soun be gone and as 
shrewd buyers will anticipate their wants, 
we look to see an improvement in the price 
at an early date. Middlings are in good de- 
mand and prices are well maintained. The 
export trade in flour is now rather better 
than domestic, but the advance in ocean 
rates and the weakness in foreign exchange 
are not encouraging features. ‘he farmers 
and millers of the northwest now hold the 
key to the situation. If they hold what they 
have to sell at fairly reasonable prices buy - 
ers must come to their terms. he winter 
wheat farmers and millers have done, and 
are doing, their share towards sustaining 
prices. There is no great surplus of wheat 
and there is no excuse for pounding prices 
down and keeping money away from this 
country. 

OHIO, 


T. J. Bloom &Son, New Madison: ‘‘Our 
mill is on full time, running on export or- 
ders, and we have enough business on hand 
to keep in full operation for some days. 
Domestic inquiries are better, notwithstand- 
ing the lower price of wheat. Feed demand 
is very dull and at lower valuations, and we 
dislike to book orders for feed at present 
prices. Wheat receipts are next to nothing. 
Farmers are all busy sowing wheat and do- 
ing fall work. We look for good movement 
of wheat within a few weeks. ’ 


KENTUCKY. 


Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘Weaker wheat 
has not improved the flour market any this 
week. There seems to be small stocks of 
flour in most of the markets, and whenever 
the trade is convinced that prices have 
reached bottom, we are satisfied that there 
will be a good demand for flour. The 
movement of wheat continues about the 
saine. There is very little change in the dis- 
position of the farmers in regard to holding 
wheat. They seem to be confident that they 
are right and the decline in the wheat mar- 
ket does not seem to shake their faith very 
much. Foreigners seemed to be out of the 
market for flour this week; at least we have 
not been able to put through any sales with 
them. Conditions for wheat seeding are 
good, and we expect an average acreage.’”’

No. 1 north- 
ern closed today on the sample-board at 
6544¢, a gain of 244c for the week; No. 2 
northern at 68¢e, a gain of 2c; No. 2 spring 
at 6le, a gain of 4c. Monday being Labor 
Day, a legal holiday, there was no session 
of the Board of Trade. No. 2 barley bas 
found its way back to the quotation sheet, 
the absence of the standard grade from the 
market for some time ay having resulted 
in no posted figure for that grain. 

The estimated amount of wheat in store 
iv regular elevators of Milwaukee today is 
1,200 bus, against 4,848 last week, 60,543 
Jast year, 379,207 in 1896, and 480,238 in 
1895. The estimated amount-of wheat in 
store in private warehouses is 228,000 bus, 
against 128,000 last week, 227,000 last year,

The universal discus- 
sion in this state is of 
wheat. Everyone talks 
about it, though he 
may have none to sell 
and little to buy. Con- 
* ceding to the state the 
enormous yield given 
in the September crop 
report, the crop will 
sell for twenty million 
dollars at even the low average of sixty cents 
a bushel. This sum is approximately what 
farmers received for the crop of 1897, and 
exceeds in value any other three crops raised 
in the state. The quality of the grain is very 
high, barring a little smut in some places. 
But on account of the low price just at seed- 
ing time, the farmers are very much in 
doubt. They do not follow the old rule of 
the game, ‘‘when in doubt play trumps,’’ 
and they are not sure that wheat is the 
trump card. In view of their possible needs 
the present American quotations should be 
tempting to foreigners. It is probable that 
the n and potato crops will be light and 
that they will interfere very little with the 
consumption of wheat flour. Good trade 
and good times and possibly expansion may 
help wheat a bit. But farmers generally do 
not take so broad a view. Present condi- 
tions influence their action and their opin- 
ions. They are getting less that sixty cents 
for wheat, when they expected seventy-five 
to eighty cents. and ‘‘they’ll be durned if 
they sow very much wheat for next year.’’

The Voigt Milling Co., Grand Rapids: 
‘The mills are running at their usual gait. 
Farmers are not free sellers at present low 
prices, and we doubt if there will be 
much wheat moved under 70c or 75c a bu, 
as the farmers do not need any funds at 
present. They all talk 75c. Demand for 
flour is fair. Millfeed is off somewhat, ow- 
ing to the low price of corn and oats. The 
weather has been extremely dry. It is our 
opinion that there will be a larger acreage 
of wheat sown in this locality, than last 
season. *’ 

Merrill Milling Co., Kalamazoo: ‘‘Seeding 
will commence next week. The receipts of 


wheat have been very light the past week. 
Farmers not satis with the price. The 
home demand for millfeed is very good for 
this season of the year. Flour trade fair. 
The acreage for wheat, the farmers say, will 
be fully equal to that of last year. There 
seems to be a fair indication that the mar- 
ket has reached the bottom, or nearly so. 
We look for a good demand for flour, as 
stocks, in our judgment, are much lower 
than usual at this season of the year. Past- 
ures are so dried up that farmers have been 
feeding their live stock for several weeks. 
almost as much as they would in winter.’’ 

Walsh-De Roo Milling OCo., Holland: 
‘*Flour trade has been improving this week. 
Prices have got to a point where admittedly 
they must be near the bottom, and buyers 
realize this and are at least supplying their 
present wants, and a small upward turn in 
wheat should induce more liberal buying 
and stocking up. Wheat is now nearly as 
low as the lowest dg reached in a panic 
year, when the visible supply was ten times 
as great as now, and we look for some favor- 
able reaction. Feed trade in western Mich- 
igan is good, —s the drouth. Seeding 
is in progress and farmers being busy with 
that and discouraged by the low price are 
not marketing much wheat.’’ 


F. Thoman & Bro., Lansing: ‘‘The do- 
mestic trade, both east and south, has great- 
ly improved the last few days, the strength 
of the wheat market having driven buyers to 
the telegraph office to book orders. Export 
demand is brisk and as good as it has ever 
been with us, and better than at any other 
time this year. We are running full capaci- 
ty and are a little behind on shipments, as 
many of the sales are rush orders. The home 
demand for feed is large enough to consume 
nearly all our product at satisfactory prices, 
so we have very little to ship out, though 
we have numerous inquiries. Wheat re- 
ceipts are small. During August we shipped 
out a few cars of wheat weekly, but now we 
are obliged to ship in several cars a week 
for milling purposes. The quality of Mich- 
igan wheat was never better. *’

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There has been no 
change in the tendency 
of the flour market dur- 
ing the week. Prices 
worked off, both on 
new and old spring 
wheat, so that the top 
price on fancy brands 
is $4.45, although a few 
sales were alleged to 
have been made at 
$4.50. The sales of old flour are few, most 
of the business being in new, which has de- 
clined to $3.65 under the pressure of offer- 
ings from the northwest. At the close of 
the week new ones patents were quoted at 
$3.65@3.75, and clears were selling at about 
$3 for new flour. Some choice old clears 
sold at $3.45@3.60, but only in small lots, 
for no one is buying more flour than needed. 
It is true that in some cases dealers have to 
bave the old flour and are buying just 
enough to tide them over until new flour 
will work. Low-grade spring flour is weak, 
and fines have sold as low as $1.90 in sacks. 
This is down to about the prices for red-dog, 
which sold the past week for $19, on the 
spot, for small arnounts. Export interest is 
at a clean standstill. There are few orders 
that can be worked and no one seems to be 
willing to be within a reasonable distance 
of the asking prices. 

¥* 

In winter wheat flour the situation is fully 
as bad if not worse than in springs. There 
is only a small car-lot business doing, and 
the sales are at the lowest figures reached 
this season, not only on the top but on low- 
grades. The prices for winter patents is 
barely $3.75 for the outside, and it is diffi- 
cult to get more than $3.45 for straights. 
In a few cases a little more money is being 
paid for choice trade brands. The volume 
of trade is limited to a few cars of each 
grade, the dealers seeming to be impressed 
with the belief that there is no bottom for 
wheat, and that there will be no bottom for 
flour. Prices are down to very nearly the 
low figures of two years ago, and this low 
level is certainly not conducive to activity 
in business.

The trade in rye flour was of fair propor- 
tions, particularly of fresh.ground flour, 
and the market at the close of the week is 
steady on the basis of $2.50@2.90. 
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There has been no business in buckwheat 
flour as yet, pec the sales of grain for 
export have covered several small amounts, 
ranging from 47c delivered, down to 39c, 
and then up to 43c for the fall delivery. 

Trade in millfeed was slightly more active 
with prices showing a tendency toward 
weakness. ‘There is a loss in both spot and 
to arrive prices. Coarse bran is quoted at 
$13.75 on the spot, and to-arrive, $12.25. 
There were rumors during the week of sales 
of Duluth bran as low as $11.50, but they 
were unconfirmed. In fact, it originated 
from a bid for several bundred tons which 
was not accepted. Middlings range all the 
way from about $12.75 for standard, to-ar- 
rive, up to $15 for flour middlings; red-do; 
is quoted at $17.50 to arrive. Sales of sma 
amounts of red-dog were made early in the 
week at $19 on the spot. City feed has 
shown a weaker undertone and is quoted at 
$13.25 up to $14. 

The trade in corn goods is quiet. There is 
perhaps a little softer tone on fine barreled 
stock, but the movement of the market has 
been narrow and without feature. Kiln- 
dried meal is quoted at $2.05@2.20; granu- 
lated yellow, $2@2.20; granulated white, 
$2.20@2.75, the latter for fancy brands. 
Corn flour, samp and hominy are quoted at 
$2. 25@2. 60. 

In oatmeal, trude is quiet, prices moving 
slowly. Spot goods are rather scarce. The 
demand for forward loading is fair, al- 
though not particularly active.

The speculative situation in wheat has not 
developed anything of special interest, and 
the movement of prices is narrow.

The recent advices from western 
Europe are, on the other hand, favorable, 
and indicate no change in the crop situa- 
tion and the final results.

There has been very little speculative inter- 
est in corn, prices moving narrowly on the 
changing reports regarding frost and frost 
a. The government crop report 

as locally been expected to show a falling 
off, owing to the believed damage west of 
the Mississippi. Exporters have been fair- 
ly good buyers of cash corn at steady prices. 

Oats are weak on cash property, steadily 
declining on the arrivals and absence of 
active local or export demand. i 

Barley is more active, with a fairly good 
demand for malting with prices ranging 
from 42c to 49c c. i. f. Buffalo. The trade 
in feed barley has been small.

Progress of adopting the blanket system 
of insurance for the blanket receipts of grain 
has met with quite a little setback in the 
failure of some of the large insurance inter- 
ests to sign the agreement. 

The question of flour storage charges is 
being bronght under discussion again, and 
efforts are being made to get a revision of 
the storage regulations. Large receivers of 
flour believe that the New York business 
would have increased very materially if there 
had been reasonable time for the handling 
of flour, and look for a material increase in 
the amount of business, provided that the 


- changes desired can be affected. The move- 


ment of flour to New York this season, com- 
pared with last season, for the months these 
storage rules were enforced, show a falling 
off of 304,000 bbls.

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WHEAT BREEDING. 





[Continued from Front Page.] 


A few days ago a laden wagon drew up at 
the side of a big steam thresher alongside 
one of the barns on the farm at the station, 
and bundle by bundle its load was pitched 
to the cutting table. A slender yellow stream 
began flowing to the outlet where the weigh- 
ers stood ready to record the last fact in the 
journey of this wheat toward fame; for sure- 
ly toward fame it seems turned. However 
dusty and prosaic this threshing, from the 
workman’s point of view, it certainly was 
one of peculiar significance if we are to 
judge from its-results. Out of the spout of 
this thresher the yellow wheat was running 
as if eager to give practical proof of the 
power of mind over matter; indeed, the 
power of mind over Nature, if you care to 
goso far. Every kernel that came tumbling 
out was making a record. 

When the loads for the tract planted to 
this ps type of grain, which was one 
that had been under test since the yea: 1892, 
had all been threshed it was found that the 
yield was a fraction over twenty-nine and 
one-half bushels an acre. For the past three 
years the same wheat in the tests has aver- 
aged twenty-seven and one-half bushels. It 
was a type of wheat selected in the first place 
because it promised to be suited to the needs 
of the Northwest and because it promised to 
do better than it ever had done before, if it 
were given a chance. The average normal 
yield of this wheat, before its advancement 
and under conditions as favorable as those 
that obtain at the station, would be not more 
than twenty to twenty-two bushels an acre. 

Now, the earth was not unduly enticed to 
give up this larger yield. Plainly enough, 
the value of such a test as this would largely 
be as nothing if the conditions under which 
the wheat was raised were, so to call them, 
abnormally good. The conditions were the 
same as those that would be present on any 
first-class farm where sensible methods of 
modern agriculture are followed. This 
wheat had simply been scientifically treated 
through a term of years. Beginning with a 
single kernel—for all these experiments must 
begin with single kernels, and therein lies 
the reason for the stretch of years necessary 
to arrive at definite results—beginning with 
a single kernel, it had steadily been in- 
creased, each year the thriftiest plants in 
the nursery being selected for further work 
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and only the choicest kernels of these best 
lants being sown the succeeding year. 
irst a kernel, then a palm-full then a few 

quarts, then enough to sow twentieths of 

acres—it is slow work breeding wheat. 

Each succeeding year showed the wisdom 
of superior selection in the steadily improv- 
ing quality of the grains coming from for- 
mer seeds. 

The particular sample referred to had been 
regarded as a good yielder in the past. 
The intention of the station experts was to 
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take this good yielder, known to be well 
adapted to the climatic and soil condi- 
tions of the Northwest, and develop it into 
a still finer type. Just as a strong, clear- 
brained, well-balanced, firm-fibred race of 
men and women will have, all other things 
being equal. a better progeny than an under- 
fed, fat-witted race; just as an American or 
an Englishman rises above a Chinaman in 
physical and mental strength, so will a well- 
bred, well-selected, well-cared-for race of 
wheat produce a more virile progeny. 


It should be borne in mind that the sample 
of wheat under consideration was bred and 
planted and cared for in a portion of the 
state not now regarded by many as the best 
of wheat regions. In point of fact, a large 
number of farmers have given over this 
southern portion of the state of Minnesota 
to dairying and stock and other cereals than 
wheat, so that the conditions from the point 
of location certainly would not be so favor- 
able as those where the wheat of this type 
before its improvement and breeding had

reached an average of twenty to twenty-two 
bushels. 

The work of preliminary years has been 
on such a relatively small scale, a sort of 
seed-to-seed progress, so to say, that the re- 
sults, though steadily increasing in signifi- 
cance, have not brought such results as Pro- 
fessor Hayes wished to exploit. Everything 
has looked very favorable, indeed, but he 
has steadily maintained a conservative posi- 
tion, not indulging iu any extravagant 
statements, but waiting for the proof of the 
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ears. He has steadily adhered to his be- 
ief, however, that the breeding and field 
selection of wheats would ultimately result in 
a substantial increase in the general wheat 
crop. After all that science and original 
work could do had been done, the wheat was 
to be left to speak for itself. And it is now 
speaking in so insistent a tone that its voice 
is likely to be heard across the reaches of 
the wheat fields of the globe. 

This is not the place to discuss what a 
five-bushel increase in the average wheat 
crop of the United States, for instance, 
would mean; what it would mean to the 
farmer, what it would mean to the miller, 
what it would mean to the vast throng that 
buys and sells, honestly or in question, the 
products of our abundant fields—all this 
may be left to conjecture. But this much 
remains to be said, however, that if in the 
present year, for instance, there should be 
an increase in the yield of the wheat raised 
in the states of Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota, approximating the increase prom- 
ised by this one type of wheat being bred 
among others, some really remarkable re- 
sults would follow and the wealth of the 
Northwest, as well as the earning capacity 
of its broad acres, would be very material- 
ly increased. 

If the yield of 1898 be, as some of the ex- 
perts are putting it, two hundred millions of 
bushels, at an average of sixteen bushels an 
acre, an increase of five bushels to the acre 
would mean an increase in the crop of this 
year of sixty-two millions, five hundred thou- 
sand bushels. If the present year be thought a 
‘‘bumper’’ one and if the average year be 
taken into consideration, the net results 
would still be correspondingly marked. Or, 
allowing for the cenaed conditions pre- 
vailing when this wheat should be sent to 
the farms, and making an allowance of a 
reduced yield of say two and a half bushels 
an acre on account of a diminished excel- 
lence in farming the results would still be 
of great significance. It should be kept well 
in mind, however, that the aim of the sta- 
tion is to keep these wheats under practi- 
cally the same conditions as to care’? amount 
of manuring, and the like, that should pre- 
vail on any well-regulated, modern farm. 

The importance of sowing from the best 
wheat has not been fully realized in the 
past by the farmers themselves. In the 
year 1890 Mr. C. A. Pillsbury purchased five 
hundred bushels of choice wheat and gave 
to the station for distribution among the 
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rticularly of the Red River valley 
— t was a practical, not, primarily, a 
philanthropic move; and , in its results, 
it was eminently philan pic as well as 
practical, for it set the farmers in the way 
of raising better wheat than they had teen 
raising, thereby making an increase in their 
financial returns from the harvest. Unques- 
tionalby much good has resulted from this 
injection of a stronger wheat into the yellow 
veins of the harvests of the Northwest. 
But the work along the line undertaken by 
this station must prove of still greater im- 
portance than this distribution. 

In addition to this tract planted at the sta- 
tion, tracts were also planted at the two 
sub-stations of the college at Crookston and 
Grand Rapids. No definite figures have 
been received at this date as to the increase

on. There was a decline of ten cents a bar- 
rel today, which makes local prices $3.52 a 
barrel for patents. When one reflects on the 
grading of wheat, and its condition, alto- 
gether, millers are making a first-class arti- 
cle, but their yield is bad. Dealers say that 
export sales are next to impossible and the 
mills are running solely and wholly on pre- 
vious orders. The domestic trade is light 
and local demand is on a very conservative 
basis. How could it be otherwise with fut- 
ures largely lower than spots in the wheat 
market. ay 4 as values are, dealers are 
not inclined to buy beyond immediate wants, 
and consumers are almost wholly living on 
a vegetable diet at this season of the year. 
Were it not for hope, which springs eternal 
in the millers’ breasts, the situation would 
be indeed alarming.

Letters from surrounding and neighboring 
territory report conditions even more dull 
than they are with the local mills. A change 
in the temperature of from 20° to 30° in- 
creased the output of the mills fully 10 per 
cent. This would ordinarily be hailed with 
gratification,as it lessens the cost of produc- 
tion, but now it only furnishes an additional 
stock to be held on a declining market. 
Outside mills have offered in the city this 
week patent as low as $3.25@3.40 without 
inducing heavy purchases, as the movement 
is confin to favorite and well-known 
brands. There is some little inquiry noted 
for low-grades and outside account, but at 
ridiculously low prices. Millers here begin 
to think that they have nearly touched bot- 
tom and a reaction will soon occur, but of 
one thing there is no question, that is that 
the output in the south and southwest is 
largely in excess of the demand. A promi- 
nent miller said today that owing toa wrong 
construction of that part of the mixed flour 
law which excludes stocks in the hands of 
dealers from taxation, it induced millers 
and mixers to run up to the last moment on 
mixed flour and to overstock the southern 
market. Unfortunately for tle self-raising 
fellows, the law has been construed to apply 
to them. One of the local mills was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of self-raising 
flour and has simply taken out a license for 
this purpose.

When President S. R. Stuart called the 
members of the Dominion Millers’ Associa- 
tion together in annual convention at 2 
o'clock on the afternoon of Sept..1, the at- 
tendance was one of the largest in the his- 
tory of that body. The meetings of recent 
years have shown many new faces, evidenc- 
ing the growing influence of the associa- 
tion; but the old familiar faces are not 
wanting, as one glances around the room 
and sees present M. McLaughlin, J. L. 


in by American millers, nor were Canadian 
millers altogether free from following the 
same practice. 

The report of the treasurer William Gal- 
braith showed the receipts for the year to 
have been $1,228.55, while the disbursements 
amounted to $1,114.28, leaving a cash bal- 
ance of $776.61. 

The central wheat buyer's report—C. 
B. Watts ably filling this important posi- 
tion—is always one of yital interest to the 
members, and indicates the real condition 
of the association. The present year’s re- 

rt showed that the business of the office 
ad been satisfactory. While the first six 


months was hardly up to the average, the 
second half year went beyond expectations. 
The receipts of the office were $4,805.03, 
while the expenses were $3,204.87, against 
$3,096.60 during the previous year.

The opening business consisted of the 
reading of various reports of the officers and 
executive committee, which was done by 
the secretary, C. B. Watts.

became law. ‘‘The millers would have 
American flour offered in every city, town 
aud hamlet in the Dominion, while the 
farmers would find the price of the wheat 
materially reduced.’’ 

An able paper advocating the appointment 
of solicitor of Quebec and the eastern prov- 
inces to protect the interests of millers mak- 
— east was read by Hedley Shaw. In 
a fuller report of this meeting, in the first 
number of the Northwestern Miller for Oc- 
I hope to give the points of Mr. 
Shaw’s paper at some length. The outcome 
of the discussion that followed was the pass- 
ing of two important resolutions bearing on 
wrong flour inspection, where the associa- 
tion resolved on taking a decisive stand in 
the matter. 

The prices Ontario millers should pay for 
wheat in order to do an export business in 
flour was opened in an address by M. Mc- 
Laughlin of Toronto, and an interesting 
discussion took place.

Looking over the 
home situation, the de- 
velopments of the week 
have given wheat mar- 
kets a_ stronger and 
healthier tone and 
some gain in prices. 
Today a part of the 
advance was lost. While 
the northwest has 
poured out her supply 
liberally, the winter wheat movement has 
been constantly less than last year. At the 
end of the week there is a more marked 
shrinkage in these receipts. For the first 
time on this crop the receipts at nine west- 
ern points equal last year. Of these re- 
ceipts, aggregating 7,950,000 bus, the two 
northwestern points received 4,564,000, and 
the seven other points 3,386,000. The con- 
ditions have checked the previous prevail- 
ing disposition of hundreds of dealers to 
sell the farmers’ wheat, whether the farmers 
wanted it sold or not. The week brought 
forth no new approximation of wheat and 
flour values, and has been a period of only 
moderate gains to millers. 

¥ ¥* 

The receipts of wheat this week at nine 
western points amount to 7,950,000 bus; in 
the previous week, 6,503,000; in 1897, 7,930, - 
000. Increase in 1898 over 1897, 20,000 bus. 
The exports of wheat and flour from both 
our coasts and Canada, in the week ending 
Thursday, equal 3,100,000 bus; in the pre- 
vious week, 3,687,000; in 1897, 5.461,000. 
Decrease in 1898 from 1897, 2,360,000 bus. 

Mr. Cutter of the National Milling Co. 
says they have made their full capacity of 
flour, and have found a market for it at 
about the usual close profit. He estimates 
the English and American stocks as quite 
light, but a fear of a greatrun of wheat and 
flour prevents liberal orders. The orders 
that are received,either for home or foreign 
consumption, come with directions for im- 
mediate shipment. The movement of wheat 
is only moderate. Millfeed is in fair de- 
mand at previous prices. 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Elevator 
& Milling Co. reports a fair trade in flour 
this week, both for foreign and domestic 
account. Their sales have been equal to 
their output—full capacity. While trade is 
still unsatisfactory, there is yet apparently 
some disposition on the part of traders to 
settle down to business with a feeling that 
the market will not be swamped with spring 
wheat. Offerings of winter wheat are still 
moderate. Millfeed is steady at last week's 
prices, with more inquiry. The company 
ran all week at full capacity. 

The other three smaller mills have also 
been busy, and the aggregate for Toledo 
this week equals 21,500 bus.

city is moving now than a week ago. 

rom this time on for three months the 
country mills will run at their full capacity, 
supplying their local trade and getting out 
eastern and foreign orders. After that time 
there will be a curtailment of the produc- 
tion, though it now seems certain that more 
mills will operate through the winter than a 
year ago. I have yet to find a mill in this 
territory, after visiting more than thirty of 
them, where the quality or quantity of 
wheat is complained of. South Dakota mill- 
ers are particularly well pleased with the 
crop in that state and louk forward to a big 
and profitable trade in flour and feed. All 
through this section the larger mills are 
reaching out for trade and have already sold 
many fair lots of their product at a moderate 
profit. For the past week or ten days fierce 
winds and rain have interfered with thresh- 
ing operations, but September is said to be 
a blustery month, and though the weather 
may have been a trifle more unfavorable 
than in some previous years, it is not 
thought that grain will be damaged by rain 
this year to a much greater extent than usu- 
al. The headed stacks of grain dry out 
quickly, for the wind which blows them 
open and exposes them to the elements also 
dries them quickly, and sprouted wheat in 
stacks is therefore an uncommon sight. 
Quite a little smut is reported from various 
sections and the color of some of the wheat 
is likely to be affected by rains previous to 
threshing. Unless winter sets in exception- 
ally early, or the weather continues unfavor- 
able, practically all the wheat will be threshed 
this fall. and there will be none left over to 
be threshed in the spring, as in some pre- 
vious years.

Mark Shultis, a prominent grain dealer 
of this city, who, several weeks ago, broke 
his leg, visited the Chamber of Commerce 
today for the first time since his accident 
and met with a royal reception by his fellow 
mem bers. 

It is now officially announced that the Ley- 
land steamship line has closed a contract for 
a weekly service between Portland and Liv- 
erpool during the coming winter, and upon 
the opening of navigation in the St. Law- 
rence next spring this service will be trans- 
ferred to Montreal. The confirmation of 
the rumor was made by a high official of the 
company, in this ctty, who stated that five 
steamers would be placed in the trade, two 
of them, the ‘‘Philadelphia’’ and ‘‘ Lancas- 
train,’’ now in the service to this port. 
These steamers will be replaced in the Bos- 
ton trade by the two mammoth ships now 
nearing completion in England. The steam- 
ship ‘‘ Virginian,’’ which formerly ran in 
the London-Boston service, will also be 
placed on the Portland line, and the two 
others, it is believed, will be taken from 
the steamers running to New York. These 
vessels will take the place of the Dominion 
Line, which together with those of the Allan 
Line last year gave the service between Port- 
land and Liverpool. This year the Allan 
and the Leyland lines, it is understood will 
work together. This change in steam- 
ship arrangements will have an important 
bearing on ocean freight-carrying business 
out of the port of Montreal next summer. 
It is regarded as almost certain that the 
Dominion Line will abandon Montreal as 
a summer terminus and run to St. John, N. 
B.. and this port exclusively, hereafter. The 
Grand Trunk railroad is unders' to have 
exerted its influence to have the Leyland 
people start the new service.

Trade remains rather slow and the eastern 
buyer is as confident that he can get his sup- 
plies below the asking price as at any time 
this season.

$4.10@4.35, chiefly $4.25, for patent, with 
some fancy stencils selling up to $4.50 and 
$4.55. In spite of the lower range of prices, 
buyers still lack confidence to operate freely 
in the new springs, of which moderate sales 
have been made to arrive, within the range 
of $3.50@3.75 for patent. Winter wheat 
flours have shared in the general dullness, 
and the transactions were limited to small 
lots. Moderate sales were made of Penn- 
sylvania and western straights at $3.25@ 
3.50, but at the close it would be diffi- 
cult to get $3.50 except for well-known 
favorite brands. A light trade was 
done in winter patents at $3. 60@3. 80, 
but the outside price is hard to reach. The 
city mills have had only a moderate busi- 
ness. Low-grade flours are in light supply 
and nominal at quoted prices. Receipts 
during the week ware 16,623 bbls and 46, at 
sacks, making a total since Sept. 1 of de. - 
396 bbls and 71,941 sacks, against 32,849 bbis 
and 92,766 sacks during the same time last 
year. Exports during the week were 408 
tons to Liverpool and 2,000 to Glasgow.

If the stuff is not rushed through on 
something like mail time, witb a tracer aft- 
er it. the order is canceled and something 
on thespot is substituted. ‘‘What,’’ says the 
trade, ‘‘buy flour at present prices for de- 
ferred or indefinite shipment? Never!’’ In- 
deed, it is as popular to be a bull now as it 
was to be a bear some time ago. Every- 
body is waiting for values to strike bottom 
before buying. It is pretty enough in the- 
ory to wait for the bottom, but in practice 
the buying is generally done atthe top. Not 
until the tide turns will there be any activi- 
ty in business. All grades of flour are some- 
what lower than they were a week ago.

Wheat has been irregular and more active, 
closing today, after a reaction of one cent 
from the low point of the week. practically 
the same as last Saturday. Cash wheat here 
is now selling even with December and is 
expected to go to a discount before lon 
unless, perchance, the export demand hou 
continue to impreve. Receipts were small; 
clearances comparatively good, stocks show- 
ing a decrease of 156,740 bus. Cables, asa 
rule, were dull and depressed until ‘hurs- 
day, since which time they have been firm, 
in sympathy with American and Russian 
advices, bringing numerous workable orders 
for parcel lots of wheat for both prompt and 
forward shipment. In fact, there is quite a 
stir in exporting circles, all the ship- 
pers being apparently busy, though it is 
claimed that little or nothing is doing as 
yet in full cargoes.

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS.

The weather still con- 
tinues dry in this part 
of Oklahoma. A light 
rain fell Sept. 6, but it 
‘ was not sufficient to 
enable the farmers to 
plow. Seeding time is 
close at hand and un- 
less a good rain comes 
soon the acreage sown 
to wheat will be con- 
siderably lessened. There are some fields in 
this vicinity already seeded, but from about 
Sept. 2 to Oct. 1 is the right time to plant 
wheat in this latitude. Threshing is about 
over, and another week will finish this busi- 
ness. Owing to the low price of wheat, forty- 
seven cents in Enid, little is coming in. 
The farmers are holding it in their grana- 
ries and are borrowing inoney for current 
expenses.

Enid is getting to be quite a milling and 
grain-shipping point. ‘there are now four 
elevators in operation, and another is being 
built. The several track-buyers, who do 
business here and who load from wagons 
into the car, have been at a disadvantage 
with the elevators, owing to the fact that 
they have to pay more for shoveling the 
wheat, the farmer preferring to dump at 
the same price. Now, four of these buyers 
are erecting an elevator with four separate 
dumps and shipping bins, all under the 
same roof but in no other way connected. 

The brick mill will soon be completed 
and started up. Mr. Smith, the principal 
stockholder, has associated with him a Mr. 
Johnson of the Purcell, (I. T.) Mill Co.,and 
they have contracted with the Barnard Ma- 
chinery Co. of Enterprise, Kas., for a 150- 
bbl] mill, using the plansifter system. It 
will be known as the Garfleld County Mill- 
ing Co. The mill will be ready for business 
inside of sixty days. 

OKLAHOMA. 


Norman Milling & Grain Co: ‘‘The 
threshing is about over in this part of the 
territory. The yield has been short of ex- 
pectations, and the quality of a large per- 
centage is poor. In some sections it is bet- 
ter, and there will be a fair supply of mill- 
ing wheat for the local mills. If the weather 
is favorable there will be a large increase in 
the wheat acreage this fall. Rain is needed, 
however, to make the conditions right for 
plowing.’’

J. W. Robinson & Co., Marlin: ‘‘There 
was a good yield of grain in this section of 
the state, particularly corn and oats. Very 
little wheat sown as yet. The milling busi- 
ness is only fair.’’ 

Cisco Roller Mills: ‘‘There is no en- 
couraging news from) this section. The 
wheat crop was very short and very poor. 
The farmers, however, will put in a large 
acreage this fall, if it is seasonable.’’ 
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Modern Milling Co.,Waxahachie: ‘‘Wheat 
is eer into fair sha for milling, and 
the milling business pretty fair. The 
- dealers are moving considerable grain, 

ut not to much advantage. The farmers 
have their work as far advanced as possible 
and everything is in about an average con- 
dition.’’ 

Grimes & Donavan, Belton: ‘‘The grain 
in this locality is of a good quality, and 
the yield was very good. The milling bus- 
ness is very good, and we are running our 
mill full time. The profits, however, are 
rather slim. There will be fully as much 
land sown to wheat this fall as last, if the 
conditions are favorable. ’’ 

Faust & Co., New Braunfels: ‘‘The de- 
mand for flour has dropped off, and mills 
are making sales at very low prices. 
quality of wheat is not giving satisfaction 
compared with that of last season. It takes 
considerably more wheat to make a barrel 
of flour. We look for better prices when - 
cotton begins to move. At present orders 
are held back on account of a scarcity of 
money.’”’ . 

Cameron Mill & Elevator Co., Ft. Worth: 
‘*The flour trade is fair, but prices are too 
low. The movement of wheat has been 
rather slow, as the farmers are holding for 
higher prices. Good progress has been made 
with farm work. There is nothing new in 
the milling business. All the mills seem 
to be carrying on business ona philan- 
thropic basis. That is, trying to see how 
low they can sell flour and how much they 
can pay for wheat.’’ 

Alliance Milling Co., Denton: ‘‘The mill- 
ing business is very dull. That is, there is 
a good demand for flour, but the prices are 
extremely low, so there is very little profit 
in it. he present indications point toa 
larger crop the coming season than last 
year. Seeding will begin within a very short 
time. The weather has been all we could 
wish for the preparation of the ground. 
Wheat is lower today than at any time on 
this crop, 60c.’’

NEW ORLEANS.

So far as can be 
learned, Louisiana is 
withouta flouring mill. 
Yet her metropolis is 
one of the largest ports 
of the country in the 
amount of its foreign 
commerce, and the lo- 
cal consumption of 
breadstuffs is probably 
as great in proportion 
to population as that of any other state. 
Moreover, washing her wharves, is the cur- 
rent of the greatest inland waterway on 
earth, connecting the vast grain fields 
of the west with the ocean. It cannot be 
said that a flour mill would pay here, such 
things depending on many hidden factors 
as well as the accidents of management, 
but it does seem that all of the conditions 
are favorable to the profitable prosecution 
of such a business on an adequate scale. 
The local demand for feedstuffs would with- 
out question suffice to consume all the offal 
of such a plant, at good prices. The local 
trade in flour would also be important if 
cultivated properly. The demand from 
Cuba, however, would probably be the 
mainstay for any considerable milling in- 
dustry at this place. The Morgan Line of 
steamers between here and Havana will soon 
resume its regular service, and other lines 
are contemplated. Fuel is cheap, wheat 
can be had in unlimited quantities, offal 
can be disposed of locally, and a foreign 
market is within two-days’ delivery dis- 
tance. I would be pleased to obtain and 
impart any information in this line to re- 
sponsible parties who may wish to investi- 
gate the field here.

Reports on the Lon- 
don market have been 
very monotonous of 
late, and one gets 
weary of repeating the 
% same old tale of weak 
and declining markets. 
But it is impossible to 
report a better state of 
affairs this week, the 
tone of the market be- 
ing mashangee, and the business passing 
being very limited. Prices also continue 
on the downward run. No doubt the dull- 
ness and depression is partly due to the 
splendid weather we ate having, and the 
lower quotations from America; and the 
only comfort one has is in looking forward 
for better things to come in the near future. 
During tbe week there were some arrivals of 
Minnesota first patent flour, and as these 
shipments have materially lessened the scar- 
city of this grade, the high price has not 
been maintained, it being quoted today at 
about 31s on spot. Bakers are buying only 
what they absolutely require of this grade 
for their immediate wants, as the price is 
far above that of English flour, which they 
are using whenever ible. A considera- 
ble amount of French flour has been offered 
here this veek, though only a very limited 
business resulted, owing to the stagnant 
state of the market; but it is believed that 
the French millers will have a good trade in 
this country later on. The harvest in France 
is proving very satisfactory, and they ex- 

*t to gather in more than an average crop. 
The harvest in England is progressing ex- 
cellently, and under exceptionally good 
weather conditions, and the English crop is 
likely to prove a very good one. Some very 
unfavorable reports are being circulated of 
the harvest being experien in some parts 
of Russia. It is said that in some districts 
actual distress is being caused 4 beat and 
drouth, there being nothing with which to 
feed either man or t. Measures are be- 
ing taken to distribute grain and fodder 
from the stores of the more fortunate prov- 
inces, and everything is being done to try 
to avert the terrible distress which will be 
caused by the famine during the winter 
months. Daccste frum other parts of Russia 
are favorable. The imports into the United 
Kingdom last week amounted to 395,000 qrs 
of wheat and 116,000 sacks of flour. 

LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger. Darsie & Co. (Aug. 30): ‘‘There 
were only slight fluctuations in the option 
wheat market during the week, and quota- 
tions, today are about 1d per ctl lower 
for September wheat than a week ago, while 
wheat for December delivery remains about 
the same.

Some time ago a dispatch from Madrid 
was published in the papers, which in- 
tinated that the restrictions on importing 
flour into Spain had been removed. Desir- 
ing to get at the exact facts, I applied to the 
American representative in Spain, and am 
now favored with a copy of the decree by 
Herbert Harrison of the British embassy, 
who writes as follows: ‘‘The newspaper 
clipping enclosed in your letter is not cor- 
rect. The facts are these: Owing to the 
scarcity of corn (wheat) in Spain, during 
the spring, a law was passed on May 21 last 
suspending the payment of export duties 
and prohibiting the export of cereals until 
Aug. 15. Owing to the present good har- 
vest, a royal decree was published on Aug. 
13, permitting the export of cereals on and 
after Aug. 15, on payment of the duties im- 
posed by the export tariff, and imposing an 
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import tax of 6 to 10 pesetas per 100 kilos 
on wheat and wheat flour, may ae | and 
re-establishing the ordinary import duties 
on other .”’ This will serve to put the 
matter straight, in case any American flour 
or grain ony should have been misled 
by the press dispatch.

In view of the report recently published 
by the agricultural committee, with regard 
to national grain stores, I thought it would 
be of interest to get an expression of the 
views of the importers on the subject, and 
herewith are given letters from various im- 

rters : 

Walkers, Winser & Hamm. London: ‘‘The 
establishment of national grain stores in 
this country appears to us very unlikely, 
within any reasonable time. The effect of 
it on the trade in American flour can hard- 
ly be estimated, but we cannot fancy it will 
be favorable, as the trade generally must be 
more or less interfered with by the intro- 
duction of such a new and uncertain ele- 
ment. ’’ 

Haslam & Makovski, London: ‘‘The pro- 
posal of the government to establish national 


grain stores, we consider to be on a par 
with the Russian é6mperor’s benevolent and 
kindhearted manifesto, and will be realized 
about the same time. ’’ 

: Tapscott, Kitchen & Neville, London: 
‘*We do not anticipate the establishment of 
national grain stores in our-country.. We 
think the tendency will rather be towards 
arbitration in international disputes, instead 
of increasing already heavy burdens 
which come of settling disputes by force.’’ 

Chamberlain, Pole & Co. Bristol: ‘‘We 

do not think there is any probability of na- 
tional grain stores being established in the 
near future. With regard to whether it will 
affect the trade in American flour, the dis- 
cussion is somewhat academic. We do not 
think the ultimate results of the change 
would materially alter the prospects of the 
trade in American flour.’’ 
_ Collier & Son, Bristol: ‘‘We do not think 
it is at all likely that national grain stores 
will become a fact, but, even if they do, we 
think it would be a benefit to the trade than 
otherwise. *’ 

William Bannister, Cork: ‘‘I think the 
establishment of national grain stores is a 
long way off.’’

Saas The market for flour 
} continues quiet and is 
little changed from a 
week ago. Mills are 
grinding regularly on 
current orders. While 
three city mills in op- 
eration are making 
full time, they are by 
no means __ rushed. 
Flour sales. are scat- 
tered. The bulk of the shipping business is 
to the eastward, with fair orders reported 
from Illinois, Atlantic coast and New Eng- 
land. There isa fair amount of business 
from the southeast, and, notwithstanding 
that this is the season when Texas mills are 
most active, mills here report a moderate 
trade in that state. Local sales to grocers, 
retailers and large consumers have been very 
good for some time past, and the outlook is 
encouraging. The improvement in this 
home demand is partly accounted for by 
the gradually decreasing use of spring wheat 
flours and the substitution of Kansas hard 
wheat. Export is quiet. Bids are, in man 
cases, so low as to preclude acceptance, an 
the business done is at very close prices. 
Shipments are through both gulf and At- 
lantic points, with the bulk of the stuff go- 
ing to the continent. Millers are still com- 
plaining about prices and with good reason. 
Hard wheat patents are selling today ten to 
fifteen cents under a week ago, with wheat 
not proportionately lower. be margin is 
too close for profitable milling, and as a 
consequence, in what, under normal condi- 
tions should be the busiest season of the 
whole year, many niillers are not disposed 
to push sales. Today hard wheat patent is 
quoted, in sacks, carload lots, on track Kan- 
sas City, at $3.30, with 59-lb hard wheat 
uotable nearly a cent a pound.

There is no improvement in the market 
for bran. The output is fair, with an in- 
different demand, largely local and from 
near-by points. Prices are slightly higher, 
but there is no strength in the market. 
Shorts are in fair demand with few offerings 
in carload or round lots. Corn products are 
weak. There isa normal advance of one 
cent on corn chop. Quotations today fol- 
low: Bran, 40@4lc; shorts, 48@50c; mill 
screenings, 30@35c; corn chop, 55@60c; 
corn bran, 30@32c; corn and oats chop, 37 
@40c; hominy feed, 50@52c. 

Shipments of mill products this week, as 
reported to the Board of Trade, were 77 cars 
of flour, 25 cars of feed, and 32 cars of bran. 

WHEAT. 

Two weeks ago there were given in this 
column figures showing the percentage of 
high and low-grade wheat in the total sales 
for the week, reported to the Board of Trade. 
Out of a total of 1,446 cars sold, about 30 per 
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cent was No. 2 hard, 27 per cent No. 3, 25 
per cent No. 4 or poorer, the balance red 
spring wheat. During the week just closed 

e total sales reported were 1,366 cars; of 
this amount 520 cars, or 38 per cent, was 
No. 2; 463 cars, or 33 per cent, No. 3; and 
284 cars, or only a little more than 20 per 
cent, No. 4. The 9 od cent unaccounted 
for was made up of the red and spring. It 
will be seen from these figures that the per- 
cee = ad ee or ey Ag increas- 
ng, while that of very poor wheat, gradin 
No. 4, rejected, and no grade, is moma leas 
than a fortnight ago. The percentage of 
spring and red wheat also shows a consider- 
able decrease. These figures are only on the 
wheat sold by sample on the Board of 
Trade. No figures are at hand on the qual- 
ity of the receipts that go directly into re- 
ceivers’ elevators or are delivered directly on 
contract sales; and while they might change 
the totals slightly, the grain sold by sample 


. constitutes so large a part of the total re- 


ceipts that they can be taken as being fair- 
ly representative. It is a much mooted 
point here as to whether the farmers are 
holding back their best wheat for better 
prices and letting go of the low-grade, or if 
the character of the present arrivals may be 
taken as_ indicative of the quality of the 
whole. Oomparison of this week’s figures 
with. those of a week ago would seem to in- 
dicate that the former is the more tenable. 
* 

The most interesting feature of the cash 
wheat market here has been the gradual get- 
ting in line with other markets. In the 
face of advances at Minneapolis, Chicago. 
and St. Louis, there has been a decline 
here from a week ago. No. 2 hard, 59-Ib, 
was held last Saturday at 59c; today sales 
were made at 58c, with a very weak feeling 
at the close. This change in the relative 
prices between this and other markets is 
encouraging alike to millers and shippers, 
who have been severely handicapped, ever 
since the new crop. began to move, by the 
premium on wheat here. Notwithstanding 
the improved condition of the market, trad- 
ing was dull during the three clusing days. 
The ultimate effect of the change, however, 
should it be maintained, cannot be doubted. 
Exporters are in line now, and considerable 
wheat went to the seaboard during the week ; 
but regardless of the strength in European 
markets bids from export buyers have been 
1ather slow.. Big shippers here, however, 
do not seem inclined to look for this condi- 
tion to continue. Exporters will doubtless 
be in on the saving. with the expected big 
receipts Monday. eceipts of wheat con- 
tinue to be liberal, and, unless the hard 
winter wheat crop has been greatly overesti- 
mated, are likely to continue to be so for 
many weeks, if not months, to come.

J. C. McNair, manager of the Halstead 
Milling Co., was among the week’s visitors 
on ’Change. 

R. C. Stone, general southwestern agent 
for the Barnard & Leas Mfg. Co., with head- 
quarters at Springfield, Mo., was in town 
desing the week. 

Traveling Representative Fletcher of the 
©. & L. Chase Bag Co., St. Louis, was here 
today. He is just recovering from a severe 
and prolonged attack of partial paralysis, 
and is still far from being strong. 

Henry Wibracht, successor to the Missouri 
Valley Export Co., says that the flour trade 
this week has shown more of a disposition 
on the part of buyers to take hold, owing 
to wheat futures ruling below the cash price. 
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Buyers’ views were fot prices not at all satis- 
factory to millers, but were generally met. 

Williams & Aylsworth, Kansas City: ‘The 
market for hard wheat closed this week at 
the lowest price on this crop—58c for No. 2. 
Our travelling representative in Kansas 
writes us that farmers are still holding back 
their good wheat, and his advice is con- 
tirmed by the receipts, which are largely 
made up of No. 3 and No. 4. We doubt 
very much whether the price of good wheat 
can be hammered any lower, as today’s re- 
ceipts were largely taken by exporters in the 
face of an advance in ocean rates from gulf 
ports.’ 

The persistent stories concerning new 
mills to be built here are at last crystalizing 
into something definite, and have resolved 
themselves into two distinct propositions. 
The first is the proposed building of a mill 
of 300-bbls capacity, by two practical mill- 
ers with capital, who only require a third 
party to join them to begin active opera- 
tions. The Manufacturers’ Association has 
placed them in correspondence with the de- 
sired third party, and results are eagerly 
awaited. The other proposition comes from 
a miller well known throughout the south- 
west. He has amassed a fortune in milling 
in Kansas, and now proposes to build a mill 
in Kansas City, with the idea of confining 
himself largely to export flour business. 
His proposition to Secretary W insborough 
of the Manufacturers’ Association embraces, 
tirst the raising of a cash bonus of $25,000 
to be devoted to the purchase of a site al- 
ready selected; once this is done he will 
hurry the completion of an electric light 
plant, and will then push work on the mill 
building by working day and night. As 
now outlined, the plan is to place only half 
of the machinery in the mill at once, the 
other half, which will bring the capacity up 
to 2,000 bbls, to be put in at some future 
time. For obvious reasons the name of 
either of the parties in the prospective en- 
terprises is not given out. There is nothing 
of the canard in either story, and the first 
mill, and probably the second, may be built 
at no distant day.

A. ©. Von Hagen, Sleepy Eye (Minn.) 
Milling Co: ‘‘We find the mapket for flour 
very fair. Clear is a little dull and hard to 
move. We look for improvement in prices 
of wheat, temporarily, because we have re- 
ports from our country stations that farm- 
ers are binning their wheat rather than sell 
at the prevailing low values. If they con- 
tinue to do this, it will result in a higher 
range of prices for the time being.’’ 

F. L. Greenleaf, Florence Mill Co., Min- 
neapolis: ‘‘Trade has been quiet with us 
for this season of the year and we fear will 
continue so until we have higher prices in 
wheat, and buyers become satisfied prices 
have touched bottom. The demand for 
clear is remarkably small, and it is becom- 
ing a serious question what disposition is to 
be made of this grade. We think stocks of 
flour light, and still believe we will later 
have a good demand. ”’ 

F. E. Watson, Northfield, Minn: ‘‘The 
flour trade has been a little dull with us so 
far this month, both foreign and domestic. 
This was owing largely, we presume, to the 
decline in wheat; buyers all seem to be 
waiting for still lower markets. We be- 
lieve that prices are now around the bot- 
tom, and we doubt very much if flour men 
will be able to purchase again on this crop 
at as low a price as they could early last 
week. The demand for feed is not as act- 
ive as it was a few weeks ago. There seems 
to be a little more disposition to buy clears, 
especially among eastern brokers, than has 
been the case for some time past. If cash 
wheat is maintained at present sirength, we 
anticipate an active demand for flour for 
the next few weeks. ”’ 

C. E. French of L. Christian & Co., Min- 
neapolis, Sept. 12: ‘‘We found business good 
during the past week, and sold more than 
we could make, including both foreign and 
domestic markets. Wheat and flour are 
cheap enough now, and we believe the 
chances are better for an advance from 
these prices than for any further decline, 
With the world’s invisible supplies as near- 
ly exhausted as they must be, we are not 
warranted in anticipating the lowest prices 
ever known. Yet, we have values current 
that in all the past have never failed to 
make imoney for their holders. Moreover, 
it has been only temporary causes that have 
ever before forced prices below their pres- 
ent level. As soon as the new crop has had 
time to dry out, it is going to make a grade 
of flour superior to the old, and we believe 
it is safe to buy the new flour at the differ- 
ence in price from this time on. Should 
there develop any considerabiy increased 
demand tor flour, prices could easily be ad- 
vanced twenty-five cents a barrel. This is 
not the time of the year to expect a boom in 
prices, however.’”’

With the greater strength shown by barrel 
stock, there is talk of the Minneapolis 
coopers asking for an advance on barrels, 
the movement coming from the working 
coopers. 

For the week ended Sept. 10, flour-barrel 
stock was unloaded at Minneapolis by five 
shops as follows: Elm staves, 15 cars; hent- 
ing, 3; coiled elm hoops, 8, and hickory 
hoops, 1 

John Reichert, of the Reichert Cooperage 
Co., Red Wing, Minn., was in town Thurs- 
day. He reports flour barrels in better de- 
mand of late. His company uses Wisconsin 
staves to a large extent, buying them on ac- 
count of freights relatively cheaper than for 
Michigan stock, and find them very satis- 
factory. 

The sale of 36,200 barrels by five shops 
last week represented the consumption of 
about 231,000 patent coiled hoops and 83,000 
hickory. The sixth shop here uses practi- 
cally no hickory hoops. The fact that com- 
paratively few mugwump barrels were used 
last week made the consumption of hickory 
hoops light. 

For the week ended Sept. 3, shops at eight 
outside points in the northwest sold 8,440 
barrels and made 7,985. The sales of the 
same shops for the week of Aug. 27 were 
1,095 barrels, while they made 7,985. The 
stock received for the week consisted of 4 
cars Wisconsin elm staves, 3 cars elm staves, 
and 1 car patent hoops. The shops report- 
ing were at New Ulm, Cannon Falls, Red 
Wing, Shakopee, St. Cloud, Hastings, Fari- 
bault. Mankato, Minn., and La Crosse, Wis. 

Alex Syme, for a number of years mana- 
ger of the cuoperage department of the Glen- 
wood (Wis.) Mfg. Co., a very extensive con- 
cern, died in London, Sept. 1, aged about 
sixty-five years. Mr. Syme had been in the 
most robust health until about two years ago, 
when it began to fail. He made the trip to 
Europe in hopes of some benefit, but seems 
to have not realized it. Mr. Syme was well 
known, particularly in Minneapolis, among 
coopers, where he had sold barrel stock for 
some fifteen years. In early days he wasa 
prominent miller of Wisconsin and had a 
large acquaintance among the millers of 
that period. His body will be taken to Nee- 
nah, Wis., his old home, for interment. 

While the shops sold about 3,000 more 
barrels last week than in the week before, 
the business was rather disappointing in 
volume, as nearly all the mills were running 
full capacity. The comparatively light sales 
seem to be traceable to the generous export 
shipments made. The business was not 
very evenly distributed, two shops doing 
much more relatively than their neighbors. 
The present week is likely to present a more 
favorable showing as to barrels, though too 
much must not be expected.

There 
is a fairly healthy consumption in the north- 
west, but coopers are not in the market very 
actively. They are ready to buy staves 
where the price is in accord with their 
views, and quite a number of round lots 
have lately been picked up. Some staves 
are said to have been secured at $6.15 per 
M, but $6.20 has been paid for the bulk of 
them. At the present time, $6.25 appears 
tu be firmly held for, and it is a question if 
purchases could be made at a lower figure. 
Report is current that $6.25 was paid for 
1,500,000 Wisconsin staves of good quality. 
Heading is rather gaining in strength, and 
it is doubtful if many could be bought at 
less than 3%c per set. Some factorymen 
ask 3%@3%c and even 4c. The market 
price, however, is about 3%@3%c. Holders 
are not crowding heading on the market, 
and the shops are considerable buyers, as 
they usually have not enough engaged to 
carry thein through the fall run, particu- 
larly if barrels are used heavily. Patent 
hoops are steady, with not much new busi- 
ness doing. For a good quality, $6.25 is

W. C. JoHantgen, secretary Mill Shoals 
(Ill. ) Cooperage Co: ‘‘The situation with 
us with reference to flour barrel stock, now 
shows some improvement. The demand is 
much more active than it was some time 
ago, and prices have an upward tendency. 
As far as we are able to learn. the supply of 
dry stock on hand is not large, and it will 
all be wanted later on. We are having quite 
a number of inquiries for apple barre] stock, 
which indicates that the demand for this 
class of stock will be considerably larger 
than we anticipated some time ago. How- 
ever, it is largely confined to eastern and 
northern points. *’ 

A Michigan barrel stock manufacturer 
thus writes uf the stock situation: ‘‘I have 
been aware for a long time that eastern par- 
ties were very much disappointed over the 
apple crop, but have heard nothing of their 
trying to unload. I am, however, inclined 
to believe that if all the dry staves in the 
country were unloaded upon the market at 
once, it would make very little difference, 
for I conscientiously think there is not 
enough of thein. In my opinion, there is 
no danger of the price of staves declining 
any lower than it is already. Manufac- 
turers could not replace them at current 
prices, unless there was a change in the cost 
of elm logs. The latter are now selling in 
northern Michigan at least 50 per cent ad- 
vance over what they could be bought for 
one year ago. Manufacturers cannot pay 
such prices for timber and let the staves go 
at the market values now prevalent. I must 
confess that it is a problem what the future 
will bring forth.’’ 


J. Innes, Sutherland-Innes Co., Ltd., 
Chatham, Ont: ‘‘The fruit crop in the east 
will be small, but it is not by any means a 
failure, as you would readily judge if you 
saw the orders that we are getting for ship- 
ment of apple barrel stock. We expect to 
dispose of al! we have on hand without any 
trouble, especially as there are no No. 2 
staves worth speaking about on hand. The 
crop report that we have received from the 
United States government shows a fair per- 
centage of a crop, and this year there is no 
doubt that everything worth shipping will 
be barreled, as not only is there a shortage 
of apples in the United States, but there is 
a shortage in England and the continent 
also. We have a good crop at a good many 
points in Ontario and are disposing of 
large quantities of stock, not only for On- 
tario points, but for Nova Scotia points for 
apples. We think that there will be all 
the apple crop that any of the stock 
manufacturers will want this season. In 
fact, if there is enough stock to go around, 
it will be about all it will do, as we have 
never known the wills to be so bare uf 
stock in all of our business experience. ’’ 

Concerning conditions in Chicago, the 
Northwestern Lumberman of Sept. 1, says: 
‘‘The market is still very quiet, though 
there is a little better inquiry for tierce.
